Omething may be ſaid here, by wayof Preface, of the Work it 
ſe}, and of this Abridgment or Epitome of that Work. Firſt for 
the Work it ſelf, it will perhaps be thought by ſor: that the Mona» 

ſticon Anglican»m, or Hiſtory of the Foundations and Endowments of 

the anticut Abbies, Priories, &c. once flouriſhing in England, an4 
long ſmce utterly ſuppreſt, is in thrſe our days ( in which their very Me- 
mory ſeems to ſome People, odions and ungrateful ) more uſeleſs and in- 
ſugnificant than an Old Almanack. Tis true, the matter appears very 
obſolete and neglefted, yet is the Monaſticon Anglicanum ſo far from 
being uſeleſs, that it is in effeft the moſt uſeful Evidenciary, and Repcrtory 
of Titles that is in print, Conſidering, n. The vaſt Quantity of Lands 
which formerly belong'd to Religious Houſes in this Kinglome. 2. The 
drivers forts of Liberties and Immunities which moſt of thoſe Houſes and 
their Poſſeſſions were endow'd with, as ( ourts of Pleas, Markets, Fairs, 

Co Free Paſtures , Eftavers , Exemptions from Tithes, Tolls, 

Taxes and Contributions, With other Franchiſes of various ſorts and not 

eaſily reckon'd up. 3. That by the Statutes 27 H. 8. ch. 28. Y. 1. &. 
31 H. 8. ch. 13. $. 2.3. # is expreſly provided that the King and 

bis Patentees fhs'! have and ho! the ſaid Lands in as large and ample 
manner as the fa:4 Floujes enjoy 1them, and N. 2.1 . of the laſt mentiond 
Statute, that ſuch Lands as were before diſcharged of the Payment of 
Tithes ſhall ſo continue.

therein tranſc: thed could not upm diligent Search be other iſe rec gvered, 
Further, this Bok is of uſe to enlighten an. aſſifs the yor's Stwlent of (ur 
Common Laws, it ſ] ewing im divers parts of i, the Commenc amen: 5 of Te- 
mures, the Nature and manner of Corrodies, Appropriations, Endowment of 
Vicarages, Reſervation of Services upm Grants in Frankalmoine, or 
upon Tenures by Divine Service, the old Ways of tithing, Conveyancing, 
and ſomething of Pleading. It is alſo uſeful in Hiſtery, giving us « 
lively Idea of the manner of our Forefathers way of Living, their Zeal 
for Gods Publick Worſhip, as then profeſt, and the Simplicity of their 
Devotions ; and of the great Charity to the Poor, and Hoſpuality and 
Beneficence to all Comers, maintain'd4 and exerciſed in the ſonaſteries. 
But theſe things bave been thought faults, and therefore I will mention no 
more of that ; but obſerve in the laſt place,that this Book is of great uſe in 
matters of Heraldry and Genealogies ; there being few or none among 

the Great Families, and old Nobility, of England, who have nat 

been Founders or Principal Benefaftors to ſome Monaſtery or Religions 

Houſe, and the Monks and Canons have for the moſt part taken ſpe- 


cial Care to record in the Lewer Book of their reſpeftive Houſes 
the 
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the Hiſtory of thei Founder's and Patron's Family, ſetting down 
their jeveral Matches, and Iſſue, and often-times the day of their 
Births and Deaths, with the moſt remarkable Circumſtances of their 
Lives, and where buried ; which ſeems alſo to be done at the time when 
every thing happen d or ſoon after, and is therefore of greater Credit. In 
this Work we muſt note that che Author ſaies nothing of the four Orders 
of Fryers, viz. The Franciſcans or Gray-Friers, the Dominicans 
or Black Friers, the Carmelites or White»Friers, and the Auguſtine 
Friers ; the Reaſon was, I ſuppoſe, becauſe their Houſes, generally 
ſpeaking, were not endow'd with Lands and Revenues, but they ſub» 
fiſied for the moſt, part by daily and accidental Charities. 

This much of the Book at large, now as to this Abridgment or Epitome, 
{ have only this to ſay 5 It giver you a ſhort view in Engliſh of the Prin- 
cipaf, and (as I thowght,) moſt material Paſſages of what is contain'd 
in Latin, and ſometimes of Freach, in the three great and copious Tomes 
of the 'Monaſticon Anglicanum : The Names of Perſons and Places, 
Lig variouſly written according to the different Orthog raphy of ſeveral 
Ages, an!Writers, I bave not thought convenient to alter the ancient 
Way of ſpelling, but bave tranſcribed them here m the ſame variety as 
I found "tm there : In the Margin I have exaftly obſerved and marks 
out the Pages ſucceſſrvely in order, that ſo the Reader may have a ready 
recourſe to the Book at large for a fuller and more particular hiformation. 
And in my opinion this is the beſt uſe that can be made of any Abridg- 
ment ; name!y to ſer-oe as a larger and better fort of Table, which nog 
only repreſents the ſubſtance of a voluminous Auther in little, but refers and 
direfts the Reader to the place Where the Subjefts is more exprefly 
handled. On the whole, you have bere a ſhort Hiſtorical Account of the 
Foundation of all the Prcipal Churthes and Religious Struftures in Eng- 
' Jand and Wales, as well thoſe that were demoliſht at the Suppreſſion of 
the Monaſteries, as thoſe that are ſtill in being (excepe Pariſh Churches.) 
And bere we maſt note that of all thoſe Cathedral Churches and Epiſcopal 
Seats, whoſe venerable Fabricks we behold at this day, ſome were former- 
ly Abbies, where the Privr and Convent of Monks were the Biſhops Chap- 


fer ; 
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ter ; ſuch were Canterbury, Rocheſter, Wincheſter, Ely, Nor- 
wich, Worceſter, Durham, Carlile ; (and is fuch Churches where 
there was a Biſhop, the Superior of the Monks was always call d a Pricr, 
the Biſhop beiug an effeft the Abbot) others never were Abbies, but the 
Chapter did always conſiſt of a Dean and Secular Canons (or Prebeudaries) 
as at preſent ; fuch were York, London, Lincoln, Salisbury, Exeter, 
Wells, Litchfield, Hereford, Chicheſter,and im Wales, St. Davids, 
Landaff, Bangor, and Se. Aſaph. Befades theſe, there were five 
new Biſhopricks erethed by Rog Henry VUL as certam Abbies, cfcer 
their diſſalution, viz. Peterborough, Oxford, Cheſter, Gloceſter, 
and Briſtol, whoſe Churches were left ſtanding, with ſome of their old 
Buldmg s for the Habitation of the Biſhop, Dean and Chapter, cc. (for 
which ſee the Statutes, 4u H. 8. ch. 9. 24 H- 8. ch. 17.) Weſt 
minſter-Abby was alſo made as Epiſcopal Seat, but that conti- 
nued ſo but a while. Some other Monaſtick Churches were made 
Parochial, and are ſtill im being, as St- Albans, St. Mary Overies, 
Royſton, &c- To conclude, I think I may, not wfitly, apply to my preſent 
wadertaking the words uſed on the like occaſnon, in the Second Book of 
Maccabees, ch. 2. v. 23- All cheſe things (7 jay) being declared 
by Jaſon of Cyrene in five Books, we will eflay to abridge in 
one Volum. For conſidering the infinite number, and the 
* dificulry which they find that deſire to look into the Narra- 


tions of the Story, for the variety of the Matter, we have 


been careful that they chat will read might have delight, 
and they that are deſirous to commit tro memory might 
have caſe, and chatall into whoſe hands it comes might have 
profit. -——To ſtand upon every point, and to go over things 
at large, and to be curious in particulars, ' belongeth to thy 
firſt Author of the Story.

Examples of the Monaſtick Life, out of the Old Teſta- 
ment, Samuel, Elias, and the Sons of the Prophets; and our of 
the New, St. John the Baptiſt, and our Saviour Chriſt himlelf, 
who exhorted his Diſciples to leave all Secular coicerns and 
follow him. After his Aſcention the Apoſtles and Diſciples 
lived in common ; Burt after the Apoſtles were martyr'd, ſome 
Chriſtians retain'd Property ; others ſtill endeavour'd to con- 
tinue the Apoltolick Life, and live in Common : ſuch were 
the Monks in Eg ypt ; Anthony, Hilarion, Maca: ws, &c. Alter them 
St. Jerome, St. Auguſtm, till at laſt Sc. Benedift in the year 5 16. 
at Mownt-Caſſor, writ his Rule, which was approved by the 
whole Church. 

Of the Rules of Monks, and other Religious Perſons 
there have been ſeveral Authors, ſome of the Principle were, 
St. Baſil, who writ his Rule tor Monks, Anno Dom. 350. Sc. 41* 
guſtin Biſhop of Hippo made a Rule for Canons Regular, Auno 
Dom. 400. St, Benedift, before-mention'd, about Amo 516. 
St. Brum,for Carthuſians, An. 108 z. Robert an Abbot in Burgwady 
inſticuted the Ciſtercians, An. 1098. Norbert, the Premonſtratrnſes 
An. 1120. In the ſame year beganallo the Huſpitallers and 
Templers. St. Gilbert of Sempringham founded his Order , 
An. 11.48. St. Dominick, An. 1198. St. Francis 1260. The Car- 
melites were ſettled and eſtabliſhe by Pope Martin, 4n. Dom. 1 279.

{ Arimathee was one, came to this place, and preacht the 
Chriltian Religion to King Arvirages.They obtained of 
that King the Ground where the Monaſtery afterwards 
ſtood, and twelve Hides of Land,and built there the firſt 
_ Church of the Kingdom a and homely manner. 
They lives herein a kind of heremitical lite, and converted many Pagans 
to the Faith of Chriſt. Afrer they were all dead, and here buried, the ho- 
ly men Phaganus and Dirwoianus, having baptized King Lacizs, obtained 
this place of that King, and for a great-whule they and their Succeſlors re- 
maincd here in a kind of Society cooſiſting of rwelve only, till the arri- 
val of St. Patrick, who taught them the monaſtical Lite, and became him- 
ſelf their firſt Abbot. Afterwards St. David Archbiſhop of Mevevia (now 
called St. David's) added to the Eaſt-end of the Old Churcha lefler Cha 
p<l in manner of a Chancel, and conſecrated it in honour of the Virgin 


his Church forits Antiquity was by the old Exg/i/þ call'd Exldechirche, 
and the Men of thoſe days had no Oath more facred and formidable than 
to ſwear by this Old Church. And it was reverenced like Rome it (elf, for 
as that became Famous for its multitude of Martyrs, fo did this for its 
mulritude of Conofeflors here buried. 

The Iſle in which thisChurch ſtood was by the Britions call'd Tuſwyrtryn, 
i.e. the Il: of Gifs, from the clear and criſtaline ſtream of Water which 
runs into the Marin here. It has been alfo called Availenia. By the Saxons 
it was named Glaftynbury. This Ifle with ſeveral other places adjoyning, 
were call'd the rwelve Hides, and didenjoy from the beginaing very great 
Priviledges. The Bounds of which twelve Hides may be ſeen in the 
Monaſticen at large, p. 2, 3. Theſe places there mentioned enjoyed all forts 
of Immunities from the firſt beginning of Chriſtianty in this Land, con- 
_ to the Church of G/1ftonbury, by tac Britiſh, Engliſh, and Norman

In this Church did reſt and lie buried the twelve Diſciples of the Apo- 
ſtle Philip, above-mentioned, whoſe chicf was Joſeph of Arimathea, with

King of the Britons, Father of 5r, 
Helena, Mother ot Conſtantine the Great ; Caraducus Duke of Cormwa!!, the 
renowned King Arthur and Gueutvera his Queen, which King digd at Glt- 
flonbury about Whitſontide in the Year of our Lord 5.42. King XKewtwynus, 
King Edmund Son of Edward the Elder, King Fdgar, King Edmund 
Ironſide, with ſeveral Biſhops and Dukes who were great Bencetaftors 
to this Houſe, and: many other Great men, In ſo great Revererice 
was the Church and Ghurch-yard where theſe were interr'd, that our fore- 
fathers did notdare to ufc any idle diſcourſe or to ſpit therein, withour 
great neceſiity, encmiecs and naughty men were noz ſuffer'd to be buried 
therein, neither did any bring any Hawk, Dog, or Horſe upon the Ground, 
tor if they did, it was obſerved that they immediately died thereupon.

Monk here, Biſhop of Wells and Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; Sr. Flphegar 2 
Martyr, Biſhop of Wizchefter, and aiter that Archbiſhop of Canterbury ;

The teneiaftors to this Houſe were, firſt, Arvirazes Kine of the Uri. 
tams, who, though a Pagan, gave to St. Joſeph and his Compani 
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IN: in which the Monaſtery was builr, call'd by the Inhabitants T»ſwyr» 
tren, which, King Lacizs did afterwards coafirm to Phaganes and Dirwot- 
anss, and their Diſciples. King Arthur gave many other adjoyning Lands. 
King Aemalli, King Kentwinus, King Baldredas, Biſhop Hed1z, King Ked-

St. Patrick, who was born in the year of our Lord 361. after his Cons 
verſion of Ireland ro Chriſtianity, became Abbot of this Place, and obtain- 
ed of Pope Celeſtine, twelve years Indulgence toall thoſe who ſhould with 
pious Devotion viſit the Church of the Blefled Virgin Mary here ereted, 
and honour her with any part of their Goods 

About the year of our Lord 505. Augaſtize the Monk was ſent into Fx. 
eland by the holy Pope Gregory to preach the Faith to the Exg/iſh Saxons. 
tic converted Frbelbert the King of Kent and his People. Aiterwards be- 
ing made Archbuthop, he eſtabliſhe his Metropolitan Seat at Canterbury, 
and there placcd certain Monks livirg according tothe Rule ot St Bereditt ; 
after this ſeveral Monaſterics in Exg/and were erected under the fame Rule, 
which ovtained fo great reputation that there were no Monks to be found 
in Exe/i»d but what were of this Order ; and in thoſe times the Rule of 
St. Benedif# beganto be firſt obſerved inthe Monaſtery of Glaſtonbury, 
they living here before that, after the manner of the Monks of Egype. 

King «a began his Reign over the Weſt Saxons Anno 639. and gave much 
Land to this Monaſtery, he alſo built the greater Church at Glafontury, in 
honour of our Savionr, and of the holy Apoſtles Peter and Paul. And 
by his Charter bearing date Anno Dow. 725. Granted to this Monaſtery 
many and great Priviled ges and Immunities, King ra dying in a Pilgri- 
mageto Rome, his Succeſſor, Frbelardus, became alſo a bounnitul Benefattor, 
as were ſ*veral other ſucceeding Kings of the Weſt Saxons, &c. 

King Edmund granted to the Church of the holy Mother of God at 
Glaſtenbury, and to the venerable Dunſtan Abbot there, the Liberty and 
Power, Rights and Cuſtoms, and all-Forteitures in ail their Lands, 5. e. 
Buygbrice Hundred. Sona, Atbis, Ordelas, Infargenetbeofas, FHomſecna, F rith- 
brice, Foreſteall, Toll and Team, through the Kingdom ot England, -and 
that they ſhould enjoy their Lands as free from all Claims as he enjoy'd 
his own, eſpecially ro the Town of Glaſtonbury it felt, with many other 
Liberties, Sc and rhis was by his Charter datcd Anno Dom. 944- 

King Edgar, by his Charter dated at London Annzo Dom. 971. granted to 
the ſaid Monaſtery the ſame and greater Liberties, among other things,that 
the ſaid Monaſtery and ſome Pariſhes there mentioned ſubje& and belong- 
ing to it, ſhould be exempt from the ordinary Juriſdiction of the Biſhop, 
except in ſome things, with a Salvo to the holy Church of Rome, and that 
of Canterbury : And gave and confirmed to this Church two hundred and 

iteen Hides of Land given by ſeveral Benefactor 

William the Conqueror at his firſt coming to the Crown, did very 
much murilate the Poſleſſions of this Church. He made one Twrſtinus 2 
Norman Abbot here, inthe year 1081. And in order to make ſome amends 
to the Monks, heconfirm'd to them ſeveral Lands whichthey complained 
to have been unjuſtly raken trom them. B 2 Herlewin, 
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Herlewis, and Henry Brother of Theobald Earl of Blois, and Nephew of 
King Herry the I. were two Abbots of this Monaſtery, who through 
their induſtrious endeavours obtained much good to this Houle, and rhe 
Reſtoration of many Lands which had been taken fromir.

N the time of the bleſſed Gregory's Papacy, St. Auguſtine with ſeveral 0- 
|| ther Monks were ſent to convert the Engliſh People, who in the year 
of Grace600. (or according to others 596.) coming into England, con- 
verted King Ethelbert and ſome thouſands of his People, which King gave 
them a Manſion in his Capital City of Canterbury, then called Dorebernia, 
there to Preach and Baptize. Hereupon the blelied Anz»ſtive having re-+ 
ceived a Pall from Pope Gregory, builr a Church there, and dedicated it 
tothe honour of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, he alſo did here inſtitute the 
Metropolitan Seat of himſelf and Succeflors. And having rais'd here a 
Monaſtery of Monks, the People flow'd in to him from all parts, ſome for 
Baptiſm, and ſome to become Monks, devoting themſelves and all they 
had to God's ſervice. 

The Principal Bencfaftors were King Ethelbert, who gave them his 
Palace in Canterbury, which Pope Gregory de to be the Metropolitan 
Seat, and made it the firſt in Dignity, it having firſt received the Faith, 
Ethelbaldas Son of Ethelbert. King Cedwalla, King Offa, Fdmundus King of 
Kent, Cenulphus King, of Kent, Beornulphus King of Mercia, King Atbelſtan, 
King Edmund, St. Edward the Confteſlor, William the Conqueror, King 
Henry the l. Henrythe IT. Richard the I; Edward the III. Edward Prince 
of Wales, his Son; Henry the IV. Theſe and abundance of others of inſe- 
riour condition gave and confirmed to this Church many Lands, Privi- 
ledges, and Immuniries, the particulars of all which Lands, @c. may be 
ſcen in the Monaſticon et large.

The Monaftery of St. AUGUSTINES # Canterbury. 


Aint Aug»ſiine being ſent by Pope Gregory as aforcſaid, arrived at the 
g Ifle of Thaner in Xent, in the year 596. with ſeveral Monks and Mi- 
niſters of God's Word about forty in numbers rhey were kindly received 
by King Erbelbert, who received holy Baptiſm on Whitſonday Anno Door; 
597. After this Auguſtine went over to the Biſhop of Arles in France, and 
being, by him ordaiq'd a Biſhop, he returned into Emgland. At Canterbury 
he fixt his Metropolitan Scat as above-mentioned. A little without rhis 
City on the Eaſt-ſide had been an Idol Temple formerly made uſe of by 
King Erhelbert, before his Converſion, this Augaſtive chang'd intoa Church; 
and dedicated in the name of St. Paxcrace the Martyr. Atterwards in the 
year 605. Awguſtine obtain'd this Church, and the adjacent Ground of 
King Ethelbert, upon which place a new Church was built and dedicated to 
, the honour of St. Peter and St. Paul; which Church was ſtored with 
Monks, endow'd with Revenues by that King, and appointed for the 
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burial place, of himſelf and Succeſſors, as alſo choſen for the burial of 


Auguſtine and his Succefſors, Archbiſhops of Canterbury. . 
King Erhelbert having built and endow'd this Monaſtery he placed there, 
by the Council of Archbiſhop Augaſtine, one Peter a Monk to be Abbot

The Archbiſhop 4 nted ſeveral Priviledges to this Mona- 
- |, One againſt any who ſhould violate the

ſtery, and denounced heavy 
ſame in future times. 

This Monaſtery was uſed for a burial place of the Archbiſhops, the 
Monks, and others of Canterbury, for many years ; it being in thole uumes 
not uſual to bury within a City, till the Venerable Cuthbert came to be 
Archbiſhop, being the 11th. after Auguſtize, who being at Rome, ob- 
tain'd of the Pope the liberty of having burial places in Exgland, with- 
in Ciries, 

Oa the Faſt-ſide of Canterbury without the City and near this Mona» 
ſlery ſtood the Church of St. Martiz, which Church was the Seat of a 
Biſhop, whoalways remain'd at home, or in the County, and in the ab- 
ſence of the Archbiſhop uſed to att tor him. The laſt Biſhop of this 
Church was one Godwyn, who dying in the time of Wiltiam the Conquer- 
or, when Lanfrank vas Archbiſhop of Canterbury, he refuled to ſubrogate 
any other Biſhop in his place,but inilead of a Biſhop conſtituted an Arch- 
deacon there.

Nuno Dom. 608. Kinegilſus Son of Celric, King of the Weſt Saxons, after 

his Baptiſm and hus. peoples converiion to Chriſtianty, deſigned to 

build this Church, and to it give all the Land lying about Wixchefter for 

the ſpace of {even Lexcas or Miles. But himſelf being prevented by death 

from periefting what he intended, his Son and Succeflor K inwalcus per« 

form'd the Work, and confirm'd the Lands above-mentioned to the faid 
Church, 

Other principal BenetfaQtors to this Church were King ra; Ethelardus, 

King of the Welt Saxons ; Egbert, King of all England, who hes buried here; 

King Alured, wlio built a new Monaſtery within the Caemitery of the Epil- 
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copal Church. endow'd it with Poſleftions, and gave the Government of 
itto St. Grimbaldus. (This King firſt inſtituted Hundreds and Tithings); 
Edward his Son and Succeſſor , King Erhe!/tan his Son , King Edred his Bro. 
ther ; King Edgar 3 Queen Emma Mother of Hardecanste,and Edward ſarna. 
med the Conteifor 3 which Queen having pertorm'd her purgation of ſup- 
poſed incontinency with Elwin Biſhop of Winchefter, according to the 
Law Ordel, by going over nine red hot Plowſhares, unhurt, gave ro the 
Church of St. Swithin, here, nine Manors 3 1o alfo did the faid Biſhop 
Elwin; all which gifts were conftirm'd by King Fdward the Confeflor. 
Amno Dom. 1079. Biſhop Walkelinus began to new build the Church from 
the Foundation, towards which Work the King gave ſo much Wood, as 
could be cut down and carried away from his .adjoyning Wood called 
Fanepinges, in three days and nights 3 upon which, ſuch an innumerable 
Company of Carpenters aſſembled, that in the time lunitred, they con» 
veyed away the whole Wood. 

Anno Dom, 963. In the time of Biſhop Erhelwold, the ſecular Clergy of 
this Church, living licentiouſly, were diſplaced, and Monks put mm their 
room.

" A Nno Dom. 635. Eighty cight years from the firſt coming of the 

Engliſh into Britain, and thirty nine years from the coming of 
St. Auguſtine, pious King Oſwald crefted a Biſhops Seat in the Iſhnd of 
Landisfarn, of which Agdanxs became Biſhop, and placed there the Monks 
that came along with him. 

Of this See, Cuthbert was Conſecrated Biſhop, at Tork, on Faſter diy 
Anno Dom. 685. To him Egfrid King of Northumberland gave Creec, with 
the Lands three Miles abour it, and alſo Lugab:/ia, now called Carkle, with 
the Lands fifteen Miles about it. 06, Cuthbert 687. 

Anno Dom. 72.9. Coelwolf King of Northumberland began his Reign ; ke 
oe a great Benefaftor to this Church, and became himſelf a Monk 

re. 

All the Land lying between the two Rivers of Tyne and Teſe, was for- 
merly given to St. Cuthbert, and was ſubject to the Government of the 
Biſhop of St. Cuthbert's Church, till the Dares took away a great part cf 
the Lands, which were however reſtored again by King Erheiſtan, 

In the year 1074. Aldwinus a Monkand rwo of his Companions led a 
Monaſtick Life at a place then called Girecum or Girze in Northumberland, 
from which three Monks, three Monaſteries proceeded, namely one at 
Durham, im honour of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, and of St. Catbberr, one ar 
Leſtingham, and one at a place then calied Srrexeſbalgh, all three withia the 
Kingdom of the Northumbers. 

William de Karilepho by his Deed dated Anno Dom 1092. declared the 
many and great Liberties granted by Pop? Gregory the VII. and adds others 
to the Church of St, Cuthbert, with an Anatbema to the Impugnors. 

King William the Conqueror upon the precept of Pope Gregory the VII. 
and at the Petition of William Biſhop of Durham, removed the Secular 
Canons out of the Church of Dwham, and placed Monks in their room, 
and confirmed all the Liberties and Priviledges granted to the faid Church, 
and this by his Charter dated 1n the 1826. year of his Reign. Themas 
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7 homas Archbiſhop of Tork fer forthand declared the Dioceſs of the Bi- 
ſhop of Dzrham to be 211 the Land berwixt Tyne and Teſe, Nofthumberlmnd 
Tevydale, Tyndal, Carlecl, Weredale, with the Church of Ferteſham, wn;

N the days of King Lacius the firſt Chriſtian King of Britain, who was 
baprize! Amo Dem. 184. this place was firſt conſecrated to God's ho- 
nour, and cfpecially appointed for the Royal Sepulture and a Repoſitory 
of che Regalia, Thus it remained till, under Diocieftax's perſecution, 
Chriſtianity w25 expelled irom hence, and the placerurncd toa prolanc 
Temple ot Apeſſo. Afterwards when the Saxoxs had conquered this King - 
dom and were in poſſeſtion of it, the blefied Gregoryin the year of Grace 
04. ſent Augaſtine the Nionk together with Mellitus, Juſtus, Þ aurentins, 
and others, to teach the Chrittian Religion in Britain. He arrived in Lent, 
as hath been already noted, and having converted and baptized Fthel- 
tert, King of that province, he atterward did the ſame to Sebert, King of 
the Eaſt-Saxonr, King Ethelbert's Siſter's Son 3 who upon his Converſion 
fo 
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to Chriſtianity, caſt down the foreſaid Temple of Apollo, and in the fame 
place ( then called 7hornry Iſle) built a Church un honour of Se. Peter 
Prince of the Apoſtles. 

In the ſame year the bleſſed Auguftixe, ordained two Biſhops Mellitas 
Biſhop of Londen, and Juſlus Buhop of Rocheſter, The Hiſtory of this 
Church fays, that Meilrtzus going to conſecrate it, he found the Work al- 
ready pertormed by St. Peter himlſclt, 

This Church being afterwards new built by St. Edward the King and 
Confefſor, Pope Nicholas granted to it large immunities, appointing it ro 
be for (ever a Seat of Beneditine Monks, tbe place of Conſecration of our 
Kings, and Repoſitory of the Regalia, and cxempred it fram the Biſhops 
Juriſdition, placing it under the tole and immediate Government of the 
King and his Succeſlors. |

The Mygnaltery of St. Peter at Medeſbamfſtede, being built A. D. 654.

coming down out of Tortſbire into Lincoluſbire, Earl Algar, Morcar, a Lay- 
Brother of Crowland- Abby, ca!l'd Tolins ( who had been a famous Souldicr 
before he entered into Religion) Eardinges* of Reiballe, and under his 
Command all the men of Stamford, made head againſt them, and at firſt 
conquered the Pagans 3, but they being ſoon after remtorced with greater 
power, they in a tcond Battel overthrew the Chriſtians with grievous 
ſlaughter ; burnt down the Abby and Church of Croyland, and from 
thence marcht to Medeſhamfted where they flew the Abbor and all the 
Monks tothe number ot cighty four, and urttcrly deſtroyed the Church 
and all other Buildings From hence they march'd 1oCambridge deſtroy- 
ing all the Country as they went. 

In the year of Chriſt 970. Sr. Adelweld Biſhop of Wincheier Legan to 
re-edifie the Monaſtery of Medeſbam/tede, and call'd it the Borough of 
St. Peter, one hundred year after it was deſtroyed by the Dazxes.

HE Abby of Cherrſey was founded in the Reign of King Egbert, in 

the year of our 666. by Frithwaldu: a petty King or Gover- 

nor of the Province of Sarrey, under Walſar King of Mercia, and endow'd 

with large Poſſeſſions 4 all which were confirmtiby the ſaid Walfar King of 
Mevcia.

Bout the year 1026.0nc Orcas a Great man in the Court of K Canter, 
together with his Wife Tels bring both without hope or pollibility 
ot 1lue, built and endow'd the Monaſtery at Abborsbary, and dedicated it 
to St. Peter the Apoſtle. The faid Orcas did allo give a hall to 2 Gaild or t ra- 
ternity in t£1is Town, and by agreement berween him and the Bretiiren, 
certain Orders were fcttled for the Rule and Governance of the faid Fra- 
ternity, to the glory of God, and honour of St. Peter. King Fdwerd the 
Confeſlor, and King William the Conqueror ratificd Orcas and his Wives 
BenefaQtions to the Monks here,and granted them certain Franchiſes, By in- 
quifition taken before the Eſcheator and Sherift of this County, in the 
53 Hen. 3. The ſeveral Lands, Rents, and Liberties of this Abby were 
found and ſect forth ; the Jury alſo found rhat the Abbot here held his E- 
Nate of the King is Capire by the ſervice of one Knight's Fee only, and 
not, ix Baroxia, by the tervice of a Barony. 

Inthe year 1505. Thomas Strangeways Eſq;, founded a perpetual Chan- 
try in the Chappel of the Bleſſed Mary in the Church of this Abby, and 
endow'd it with Rents, for the maintenance of one Maſs to be faid in the 
ſaid Chappel daily for ever, for the Souls of his Anceſtors and Fricnds, and 
for all the Faithful, ſubjeting it to the Viſitation of the Biſhop ; and the 
Abbot did oblige timſclt to find a Monk (in caſe he ſhould have above 
eight Monks, Pricſts, in the Monaſtery ) to periorm the Office : and this 
under the penalty of 3 s. 4d. to the Bithop of the Dioceſs,'and 3's. 4 d. to 
the Heirs of the ſaid Srravgeways, for every o million.

« ) [uguar, and Hubba Pagan Dancs, was cruclly bound to a Tree, whipr, 
and rhca ſhot to death, ſutfering martyrdom tor the Chriſtian Religion, 
in the year of our Lord 570. and the 29th. of his Age. His Head and 
Body were thrown into a thick Wood by the Pagans, but being afterwards 
found out by miracle, he was buricd at a Neighbouring place call'd by 
the Saxons Beodrich:ſwirth (now St. Fdmunsbary) whete the Chriſtians 
baile a {mall Church. But afterwards King Camtus (who had erefted at 
Kome an Engliſh School, and ailign'd for its maintenance a Sam of Money 
which was yearly ſent from England, and calld Romeſcot) by advice of 
his Biſhops and Barons, changed the fecular Clergy, belonging to this 
Church, to Monks, in the year 1020 and brought hither from the Abby 
of Hulme thirtcen religious Benedictines, whoſe firſt Abbot here was one 
Wizs. He alſo cauſed halt the Books, Veſtments, and Urinfils of rhar Ab- 
by to be removed hither. King Edmund the Elder in the year 942. gave 
Lands to this Church and ater him the iorcfaid King Canntus gave many 
Lands to this Monaſtery, and rebuilt it in a magnificent manner. 

Controverſies ariſing in the Reign of King William the Conqueror, 
berween the Abbot and the Biſhop ot the Diocels, the Abbot went ro 
Rome, and found ſuch favour with Pope Alexander the HI. that he pranted 
to him and his Succetfors Epilcopal Juriſdiction, and this ſpecial priviledge, 
viz, That folong as they kept a porphery Altar, which he then gave 
him, tho' the whole Kingom thould fall under Excommunication, yet the 
Divine Office ſhould no ceaſe in this Abby unlets ſpecially interditted by 
name. His Bull bears date An. Dem. 107: Inthe year 1081. the Con- 
teſt berween the Biſhop and Abbot was examined before King Willian 
the Conqueror, and upon hearing both tices, that King did declare the 
Church of St. Edmund, 1nd the Town in which it flands, to be exempt 
from the Biſhops Juriſdiction, 

The Steward or Seneſchall's Office for the Liberty of St. Fdawnd, was 
a place of great honour, and the Family of Haſtizgs held it in Fee. They 
enjay'd ſeveral great Fees and Advantages by Cuſtom, in caſe they exe- 
cuted the Othee un their own Perfon, bur it by Deputy or Lieutenant, then 
the ſaid Deputy reccived half. All which particulars were tound by in- 
quiſion in the 3orh. year of Edward the I. 

In the year 1010. the Body of St. Fdmund was tranſlated to London, this 
Country being infeſted by the Daves 3 bur after three years it was brought 
back again. In the year t0zr. foon alter King Carutus had introduced 
Monks here, Aldwinus Biſhop of the Eaft Angles, began to build a Nately 
new Church, to which work and for the maintenance of the Fabrick, 


the Inhabitants of Norfolk and Suffelt did freely give yearly 4 d. out of 


every Carucate of Land in the Country. This Church wasin the year 103 2. 
dedicated in hbnour of Chriſt, rhe Bleiled Mary, and St. Ed .

here on the one part, and the Prior and Convent of this Monaſtery on 
the other, the Mannors, Lands, and Revenues belonging to this Abby were 
divided and appropriated to the ſeveral Offices of the Houſe, as ſuch and 
ſuch Lands and Revenues to the Abbot, ſuch to the Celerarizs, tor 
the diſfraying of his Office, ſuch to the Sacrifan for the Charges in- 
cumbant on him, ſuch to the Camerarixs, ſuch to the Almoner, fuch tothe 
Pitanciarixs, ſuch to the Infirmarins, ſuch to the Foftillarins, and ſuch to 
the Precentor.

H E Hiſtory of the Foundation of ths Abby was writ by Stephen 

who had been Abbot of Whitby, and was afrer that made the firſt 

Abbot of this Houſe. In which the moſt oblervable matters are as 
follows, 

Alan Son of Eads Earl of Brittain, having built a Church adjoyning to 
the City of Tort in honour of St Olave, gave itro the torefaid Stephen and 
his Companions, with four Acres of Land, thereon to ere&t a Monaſtery. 
This was about the year 1085. in the Reign of Kirg William the Conque- 
ror. Whodying, his Son and Succetlor King W:{lam Rufus, gave them 
Land wiercon to build a lirger Church, and gave to the Monaſtery, 
divers Lands, Liberties, and Exemptions. Alſo Exrl Alar their firſt 
Founder gave them the adj-wv mg Suburbs lying withour the City of Tork, 
to hold freely tor ever. And gave the Advowion of this Auby to the 
King, that fo he might be the Detendoy and Patron of it for the turure. 
Themes Archbilhop ot Tort claimn'd the four Acres of Land on which this 
Abby wes built as belonging to him, and was a continual vexationto the 
Monks, till King William Kaſus gave himthe Church of St. Sreven's in 
Terk, in exchange and full fatisiaction. 

When ting William Rufus, fecing the Old Church to be too ſtrait, laid 
the Foundation of a new one, he changed the name of St, late, and gave 
it the name of St. Mary. 

King Hexry the IL. granted to this Abby very great Liberties and 


Franctuſes, the ſame as are enjoy'd by St. Peters ot Tork, and St. Jobs of 


Beverley. And conhrmed to them all their Lands and Revenues given 
them by their ſeveral BenefaQtors amounting to a very great number, 
ſome of the principal of whom were King Williamthe 1. and II. Ki 
Heary the 1. Alan Earl of DBritaige, Odo Earl of Campania, Berengerins 
Todenei, Willielmus Peverel, Petrus de Ros, Robertus de Brus, Too 1 allebois, 
Walterus de Daincourt, and Conan Earl of Britaigne, &c. 

In the yezr 1343. William Archbiſhop of Tort in his Viſitation, que» 
ſtioning by what Right and Title the Abbot and Covent here, did claim 
and receive the Tithes, Portions, and Penſions, from ſeveral places there 
mention'd (amountingto a very great number) they produced the Bulls 
of ſeveral Popes, and Grants of his Predeceflors, - Archbiſhops of Tork, 
whereupon they were by the {aid Archbiſbop allow'd, and their Title de» 
clarcd good and ſufficient.

H E Church of the holy Trinity in Norwich was founded in the 
Reign of King William Rufus, An Dem 1096, by Herlert Loſenge, 
who had been Prior of Fiſchampe in Normandy, then Abbot of Ramſey, 
and then Biſhop of the Eaft- Angles, of which Dioce(s he fixt the Seat art 
Norwich, and built this Church tor his Cathedral z erc&ing on the Nerrb- 
ſide of it his own Palace, and on-the Sexth-fide a Monaſtery for Monks. 
Certain Limits were appointed about this Church and Mounaſtery, within 
which, Biſhop Ferkert obtain'd great Priviledges and Franchiſe trom both 
Regal and Papal Authority. Notwithſtanding which, great Conteſts arofe 
berween the Citizens and the Monks about their Liberties, which con- 
tinued for many years, and were never pertetly compos'd till the fixth 
year of King Joby. The faid Biſhop Herbert endow'd this Monaſtery, 
fo founded by him, with large Revenues, as appears by his Deed datcd 
An, Dom. 1101. King Henry the I, confirm'd his Gift, and alſo gave them 
other Lands in the ſame year. King Henry the IT. alſo made a large 
Confirmation of all their Lands and Libertics.

After the death of the Founder, Rebefra his Widow built a Nunnery at 
Clinkſand, to which ſhe did all good Othces, and tor the fake of that Houſe, 
became very unkind to this of her Husbands Foundation. 

William de Mandevilla ſecond Son of the Founder, while Jeeffrey his 
clcer Brother lived, led a military lite in Flazders with Phbilip Earl of that 
Country, but upon his Brother's death without iſſue, he return'd into 
England, and inherited his Eſtate. Soon after which he made a Pilgrimage 
to Jeraſalem and viſited the holy Places, from whence being return'd into 
England he viſited this Houſe,and was here received with great Ceremeny, 
where he preſentcd at the Altar ſeveral Relicks which be had purchaſed in

Fugh Senlize and 
Emma his Wile one of the Daughters and Heirs of the Lord of Braybrote, 
gave to the Monks of Pipw-{/ divers Lands and Tenements in Brazbrote, 
confirm'd by the Capital Lord of the Fee Simon de Foxton, and theie ſeem 
to be the ſecond Founders. King Feary II. granted to theſe Monks pa» 
ſture on Benifeld Laund for 250 Cattle.

Kanee , confirmed by King Srevesn. This Priory was afterwards 
advanced to an Abby of Cifterciax Monks by Heary Fitz Empreſs then 
Duke of Normandy. In the year 1154. which was thirtcen years after 
the Monks had remained at Redewore, the. foreſaid Heury Fitz Empreſs, 
beirg now King of England, they changed their habitation of Radwore 
for Staley, and the whole Lordſhip of the fame, which was before that 
the Kings Demeſn. The firlt fone of the Abby Church there was laid on 
the Ides of April, An. Dom. 1154. The faid King Henry I. endow'd this 
Houſe with divers other Lands and Revenues elicwhere.

Alexander, from the Abby of Fountains, Their firſt Habitation was at 
a Town call'd Ber»olſwick, bur this place proving to thele Monks very in- 
convenicnt on divers accounts, after rhey had been here ſomewhat above 
ſix years, they removed to a place called K irkeſtall, in a Vally called 
Aierdale, which place was then only inhabited by ſome Hermits : This 
laſt Seat they obtain'd of William Piflaveyfis who own'd the Soil, at the 
yearly Rent of five Marks. Their firſt Abbot Alexander govern'd the 
Monks here thirty five years, and after his death was ſucceeded by Ra- 
dulfus Hageth, and after him Abbot Lambert, to whom ſucceed Abbor 
Helias, who 2t firſt was refuſed by the then Patron Reger de Lacy, bur be- 
came afterwards much in his favour. King obs did tome ill Offices to 
this Abby in taking from them ſome of their Lands. Robert de Lacy, 
who died Anno 1194. was accounted a fecond Founderof this Abby. 

King William the Conqueror gave to [ibertus de Lacy, who came 
into Beclend in his Army, all Blackburnſbire (in the County of Tork) 
with the Lordſhip and Honour of Pentfra, and other Lands. This 
Iibertss built the Caſtle at Pontefraf?, and in it a Chappel for a Dean and 
Canons. Son of this /{bertus was Robert Lacy who built the Monaſtery of 
Pontefraft, who was the Father of Henry Lacy the Founder of this Abby of 
Kirkſtall;this Henry married the Siſter of William Feſci Reftor of Berwick Of 
this Family was R Conſtable of Cheſter, who hearing that his Lord 
Ranulphus Earl of Cheſter wasdiſtreſt in Wales, raiſed on the ſudden a great 
Force among the Shoo-makers and Stage-players of Chefter, and with 
them went and relieved his Lord trom the Power of the Welch; where- 
upon the ſaid Earl Ranulph granted to him and his Heirs the Dominion 
and Patronage of the Shoo-makers and Players at Cheſter for ever. His 
Son and Heir Fobn de Lacy became the firſt Earl of Lincoln of this name, 
Anno Dom. 1221. anddicd 1240. From the Heirs General of this Fa-

This Foundation was confirm'd by Alas Earl of Britaws and Richmond, 
which Earl Alan, being preſent at the beginning of the Ere&ion of 
the firſt Buildings, prevailed with ſeveral of his Knights to be aſſiſtant 
tothe Work, and this was in the year 1145. Roger de Molbray gave 
alſo divers Lands to this Houſe before his firſt Voyage to Feraſalem. The 
aboveſaid Peter inhabired this Houſe at firſt with only two Companions 
labouring with their hands for their fuſtentation, but in a while rhey had 
of the ſaid Earl of Richmond's Gitt, five Plows, forty Cows, ſixteen 
Horſes, three hundred Sheep, Sc. After this Serlo Abbot of Savigny 
(having a property in rhis Houſe of Forevalls by reaſon that the firſt Monits 
came trom thence ) the ſame to the Abby of Bilaxd. Where 
upon the forclaid Peter ſubmitted himſelf and Companions being two 
Monks and one Lay-brother (comverſus) to the Abbot of Biland, 
Being fully poſleſt of this Houſe, Roger Abbot of Biland appointed 
John de Kinſtau to be Abbot here, inſtituting him in theſe words, / con- 
firm thee Abbot and I commit to thee the care of Souls and the Government of the 
Abby of Joreval, with aff its ſubFance Perſons and Poſſeſions now had or to be 
had, as we'l in Temporals as Spirituals, in like manner as Serlo  Abbogof 
Savieny gave the ſame to me. And then put into his hands the Rule'/of 
Sr. Beneditt, &c. An. t150. Hereupon the faid Abbot appointed to be of 
his Convent, the atorefaid Peter arid his two Companions, with nine 
Monks of Bild, who removed from thence to Forvall. _ After this the 
aboveſaid Farl Alan, and his Son Conan Duke of Britax encreaſed 
their Revenues, with the Gitr of many- other Lands. In the year 1156. 
the ſaid Conan trantlated theſe Monks trom Fors, the place being poor and 
ſteril, to Faf-Witton, upon the River For, and this was by permiſſvn 
and 2pprobation of the Abbot of Cifeaux and the general Convent of 
that Order. Alanus Earl of Britan, who was fo great a BenefaCtor to this

The Augutize Confeſſion, fays, That Monaſteries were heretofore 
Schools of facred Learning, advantagious to the Church, and that 
Paſtors and Biſhops came from thence. Calvin in his Inſtitutions, ſays, 
Monaſtick Colledges were then as Seminaries of the Ecclefiaſtick Order ; 
and gwes a very great Encomium of their manner of Life and Piety,Charity 
to the Poor, and Humanity, out of St. Augaſtines Epiſtles. 

Hyperins fays, That Monaſteries at their [nſtirution were noother than 
Convents of Good men, and Students; Schools where rhe Elder did teach 
the younger Religion, where they did ſpend their time in writing, and 
diſputing, and inſtituting thoſe who afterwards arrived to eminent places 
in Phe Church, as to be Biſhops or Prieſts, &c. William Perkins, ſays, T hat 
the Monaſterics of the Ancients were for the moſt part Publick Schools, 
that is, Communities of Teachers and Learners.

of Lendew, made a Complaint tothe Parliament of the Abuſe that tollow'd 
in relation to Appropriations, which as he ſaid were the belt Benifices, 
and did amount to the third part of all the Pariſh Churches in Eagland. 
Touching the Alms ( ſays be) that they dealt, "and the Hoſpitality that 
they kept, every man knoweth that many thouſands were well received 
of rhem, and might have been better, it they had nor fo many Great 
mens Horſes to feed, and had not been overcharged with fuch idle Gentle- 
men as were never out of the Abbies. But now that all the Abbies with 
their Lands and Impropriated Parſonages are in Temporal mens hands, 
where 201 was given formerly to the poor yearly,in more than one hundred 
places in England, is notone meals meat given ; where they had always 
one or other Vicar that cither preached or hired ſome to preach, now 
therets no Vicar at all, but the Farmer is Vicar and Parſon too. 

The Lord Herbert in his Hiſtory of Hes. VIIL fays, That the King was 
petition'd that ſome of the Houſes, both for the Vertue of the Perions in 
them, and tor the Benefit of the Country, (the Poor receiving thence 

reat Relief, and the richer fort good Education for their Children) might 

left for pious Uſesz Biſhop Latimer alſo moved that two or three might 
for tholcends be left in every Shire, But Cromwel/ (by the King's per- 
miſhon) invaded all, However the King thought fit ro have this Pro» 
ceeding confirm'd by AQ of Parliament. But the Chriſtian World (fays 
my Lord Herbert ) was aſtoniſhet at theſe doings. Beſides the 
and Lands taken away, there was much mony made of the Stock 
of Cattle and Corn, of the Timber, Lead, Bells, Tc. and chicfly of the 
Pl:teand Church Ornaments, which is not valued, but may be conjetured 
by that one Monaſtery of St. Edmunds Bary,whcnce was taken five thouſand 
Marks of Gold and Silver, beſides divers Stones of great Value.

A certain number of Canons were 
thereupon aſſembled from the Monaſteries of Meretos, the holy Trinity 
at London, and Colcheſter, and cſtabliſhe here at Lavtboxry, over whom the 
forclid Erxifius was made Prior 4 the number of Canons being about that 
time forty, or more. And many thcir BenefaQtors beſides de Lacy, 
who conlerr'd on them more Revenues than they were willing to receive, 
Walter the Conſtable, being the chief Officer in the King's Court, and ons 62. 
of the Greateſt Men of the Kingdom, took on hima Religious Habit, and 
ſpent the remainder of his days in this Houſe. On the of Ernifus, 
Robert de Retun was choſen Prior, but he being afterwards made Biſhop 
of Hereford, Robert de Braci was choſen to ſucceed him. After the death 63. 
of Henry the 1. the Canons of this Houſe were much afflifted and diſtutb'd 
in their Poſleſſions here, whereupon Milo Earl of Hereford, the Kings 
Conſtable (and Son of that Waiter who became a Religious man among 
the Canons) gave them a piece of Ground without the Walls of Gloaceſter 
for a new Sear, here they built a new Church, which in the year 1136.

Kiog Henry the I. deſirousto reQtific this, cauſed the Woods to be cut up, 
and a Royal Manſion to be built near the place which was called Xings- 
bury. He alſo cauſed Proclamation all over the Kingdom that who ever 
would come and inhabit in that place, ſhould have Land for 12 d. an Acre 
lame Liberties and Freedoms as the City of 
London doth, or any other ancient Borough in the Kingdom, by this means 
People flock'd hither and built the Town, which trom m7 2 nocd 
Robber, who uſed to rob. here, was named Dumingftable. Bolides the Li- 
bertics abovementioned this Town had rwo Markets weekly, and a Fair 
at St. Peter ad Vincula for three days, and a Gallows for Felons. Within 
the Limits of this Borough that King cretted a Church in honour of $r. 
Peter, 2nd built a Mona for Canons Regular, to whom he gave the 
ſaid Church, and all the Borough with its Markets, Fairs,and Liberties, re- 
taining only in his own hands the Capital Manthon. All which, with the 
Grants of other Matters, were aſterwards confirm'd to them by King Few. 
the IT. and King Rich. the I, King Jobs did the like, and granted them 
alſo his Houſe of Aingsbury, The faid Canons had alſo a Court of Pleas 
there of their own. Some of the Tenants held i» Capite of the Abbor, 
and tome by Services to be done to the faid Canons, but all were Free: 
men. |

Achbiſhop of Terk, founded this Priory to the honour of God and 
St. Mary and endow'd it with divers Lands.as well at Gyſebars as cliewhere, 
and with thc Churches of Skelton, and Herte, &c. Kobert de Bras was a 
noble Normans Knight, who came into England with the Conqueror, 
An. 1066. and obtain'd to himſelt the Caſtle of Stelron, the Lordſhips of 
Danby, Kendal, Anendale, Herte and Hertneſſe, Karlten, and divers other 
Lands in the Nerch. This Rebert gave to his ſecond Son, of his own 
name, Anardal in Scotland, and Herie and Fertneſſe in Eng/and, and dying 
An. 1141. lies buried at Gizharme Priory of his own Foundation, to whoſe 
Eſtate ſucceeded Adam de Braſe, from whom deſcended Peter de Braſe, 
who dying without iſſue, As. 1273. his inheritance became divided a- 
mong hi four Siſters, viz. married to the Lord Walter Faxconberg, 
who had for her purparty the Caſtle of Ste/row, Ec, Lacie marricd to the 
Lord Marmaduke de Tweng, who had with her Danby, &c. Margaret who 
married the Lord Robert de Roſe, and with her went Xexdale, and lafiy 
Laderina crarried to the Lord Jobs de Bellew, and had for her part Charle- 
ton, kc, From Rebert the ſecond Son of the firſt mention'd Robert oe 
Bras, deſcended lineally Robert de Bras King of Scotland, who making 
War againſt King Edward the 1. that King ſciz'd upon his Lands of Herre 
and #Hertneſſe, as forfeited, and granted them to the Lord Clifford. Theſe 
Bruſes of the younger Houſe gave divers Churches in Scorland to this 
Priory, confirm'd by William King of Scotland.

Ahberas founded the Church here in honour of St. Barthes mew tor 
Canons of St. Augatin's Rule, and himicit became their Prior for 
che ſpace of two and twenty years. This man had been formerly when 
young, # noted Drole or Jelter, and by ſuch means had become accep 
table and familar to the great Ones at Court, and to the King himielt. 
But being inſpired with God's grace, he faw the Follies of that Courſe of 
Lite 3 and fiading his Conſcience burden'd with many fins, he undertook a 
Journey to Rome ; While he remain'd there he tell ſick, and in his ſickncs 
made a Vow upon his return to Health, and his Country, to build there 
«n Hoſpital for the Reliet and Solace of Poor People. Alter this being 
reſtored to his Health, he began lus journey homeward. On the Way 
St. Bartholmew appeared to him in a NoCturgal Viſion or Dream, and &i- 
rected him to build a Church in Smithfeld at Londen, and name it to him, 
Being return'd 10 Londen, he obrain'd the King's Licenſe for this Foundati- 
on, without which it could not be effetted,the Ground where the Building 
was appointed, being within the Kings Market-place. He began here- 
upon a double Work of Piety, the Hoſpital in periormance of his Vow, 
and the Church according as direttcd, both not tar diſtant 5 which kft 
was founded, Aw. 1123. in the name of opr Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and me- 
of St. Bartholmew the Apoſtle. It is ſaid that this very Foundation 
in thi , was forctold long before ina Viſion, to King Edward the 
. Beiore Raberns began the Foundation of this ery, the 
Ground here was all overſpread with Filth and Durt, and was the com 
mon place of Execution of Malefaftors. The Priory being built and Can- 
nons aſſembled to inhabit it, Raberss became their Prior, who obtain'd 
for their maintenance ſufficient from the Oblations of pious People, and 
from the King as Liberties as any Church in England enjoy'd.

When [ Villiam Baltard, to 
whom King Fdward the Confefior had afligned the Inheritance of his King- 
dom as his'moſt worthy and neareſt Kiniman, came into Fagland, with 
him came Hegh tro whom he gave the Earldom of Chefer., With this 
Hugh came 2 Nobleman called Nige//as, to whom the faid Earl gave the 
Barony of Halton and made him his Marſhal, and Conſtable of Cheter, and 
further conferr d on him many and prear Priviledges, ſuch as thew'd a 
particular favour to him more than any othcr Baron of C4 ſhire Wilkam 
Son of this Wigellas founded this Priory firſt at Rancors. As 1133, which 
was afterwards renwvved to Norton. From him deic- nicd Koger Con- 
ſtable of Chefter abovementioned, to whom Raxulf Earl o, Cheſter, tor a par, 
ricular Service done him in Wales, gave the Dommion of *hoo-nuakers and 
Srage-players.to hold ro him and his Heirs for ever. This Roger diced A. 12 67, 
and hes buried in the Monaſtery of Sranlowe.

From whom deſcended two Co-heirs, the 
eldeſt of which Aw, was married to the Lord Thomas Flaward, who in 
the ſecond year of King Edward the IV. was created Duke of Norfolt.

T: E Patron of this Order of Knights was St. Jobs Baprift, from 
whom they took their Denomination, T he Hoſpital of St. John 
Baptiſt and the Poor at Jera/alem, is laid to be firſt built in che 
tumc of Jalizs Ceſar Emperor of Reme, and Antiechns Prince of Antioch, with 
certain Treaſure which one Melchiar, a Prieſt in the Temple, had taken our 
of the Sepulcher of David ; here the Poor and Infirm were kindly re- 
4591- ceived and entertain'd from all parts of the World The fame Author 
delivers that when our Saviour Chriſt became incarnate and converied on 
Earth, when he came to Jeraſalem, he reſorted frequently to this Houle, 
and that it was in this-Houſe that he appear'd ro his Apoſtles after his Pal. 
92 ſion and Reſurreftion, the Doors being all ſhur. Aftcr his Atcenſion, St, 
49" Stevenand others of his Diſciples ſerved the poor in this Hoſpital houſe a6- 
cording toour Lord's Precept. When the Chriſtians were expell'd trom 
Jeruſalem, and the City was poſieſt by the Saracens, ons Cenradus, or

It his flight be for Fellony he thall be kept under a 
Guard of fix mcn of the Society, Ifany perſon ſtrike another he (hall pay 
tothe Lord 65. 8 d. if he draw bloud, 13 s. 4d. Ifany one commit tcl- 
lony afcer his reception he ſhall loſe his Priviledged and be commitrtcd to 
the Priſon of the Kings Bench. If any perſon take in a Whore or be con- 
vict of Fornication or Adultery within the Priviledged places, he ſhall 
ſorfeit ro the Lord 6s.

wark, Lambethe, and Newington, &c. The Lady Joan Gray Widow of Sir 
Robert Gray Kot. gave them the Mannor of Hampton near K ing/lon with 
all the Appurtcnances, A, 1212. with other Lanus cllewhere. Sir Themas 
dc Saunſord Knt. gavethem the Mannor of Saunford in Oxfordſhire. Koger 
de Moubray gave to the Templers many Lands, among the refit, he gave 
them the Preceptory of. Balſalle, in Warwickſhire. Maud Counteſs of Clare, 
Widow of William, and Mother of Richard Earls of Clare, grve divers 
Lands. Hubert de Ria, gave the Templers divers Revennes in the ſame 
year that Thomas Archbiſhop of Canterbury out of anger and ill will departed 
from the King at Northampton 3 So runs the Date of the Deed. Robert 
de Fvueryngham gave the Templers the Mannor of Ron/tone &c. and Gilbert 
de Greſſy gave them, there, two Quarentenes or Furlongs of Heath (braerg ) 
and Paſture for five hundred Sheep, this Preceptory was call'd 7emple 
Bruer. Simon de Montefort Earl of I eiceſter = the Templers large Poſ: 
ſeſſions near Leiceſter. William de Erlegh had given Bucklande to be a 
Monaſtery of Canons,but they having musbchaved themiclves and torteited 
their Eſtate there, King Henry the Il. about the year 1180. gave their 
Houſe and Eſtate thereto belonging, to the Prior of St, Joby of Feruſalem, 
for the Habitation of certain Siſters of that Order, conditioning tar this 
ſhould be the only Houſe in England tor ſuch Siſters, Robert de Ros 2nd 
abundance of the greateſt Lords of this Kingdom were Benetactors to theſe 
Knights. But above all they held themſelves ſo far obliged to Reger de 
Moabray, that the Templers granted ro the faid Roger and his Heirs, that 
if at any time they ſhould happen to find any Brother of the faid Order 
put to publick Penance for any Fault or Offence againſt his Rulc, yer the 
ſaid Roger or his Heirs ſhould have power to releaſe him trom his ſaid 
Penance, without any contradifton. And the Hofpitallers granted 
An. 1330. to Fobn Lord Moxbray and his Heirs for ever, that in cafe he 
or they come at any time in devotion to any of their Convents beyond the 
Scas, tobe as honourably received and ſerved as any under the Degree of 
their King. King Srever, King Henry the II. King Jobs, aud King Henry 
the IT, were great Benefattors ro the Templers, the laſt of which granted 
them free Warren, Fairs and Markets, in many of their Mannors and 
Towns. King Richard the I. had a ſpecial love for the Knights Hoſpital. 
lers by reaſon he had received from the Maſter and Brothers of the Hoſ- 
pital many benefits for himſclt and followers, when in the holy Land. Kin 

Richard che T. granted to the Templers, and alſo to the Hoſpirzllers, 
Markets and Fairs in divers of theur Towns: Kiog Edward the Il. granted 
all 
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all the Eſtate of the Templers to the Knights Hoſpitallers of St. John, by 
A& of Parliament in the ſeventeenth year of his Reign. King Edw- the IT, 
King Richard che II. and King Henry the IV, were alſo very kind to theſe 
Knights of St,Fohn, the laſt mention'd granted totheſe Knight: to receive 
from his Wood of Pederton three Load(fix Horſes to a Load) of underwood 


weekly, viz. of Thorne, Allez, Maple, and Hazel, for the uſe and profit ot 


the Prioreſs and Siſters of Buckland, and their Succeſlors for ever. 

TFeffrey de Say granted to the Knights Templers (fratribrs militie Templi 
Salomonis) his Mannor of Weſt- Grenewiche, &c. A fine was paſt 19 ZZ. 3. 
between Robert de Stanford Maſter of the Wartare of the Temple in England, 
Plantiff, and Fohn de Curtenay and Emme his Wife Detorciants (inpedientes ) 
of certain Lands in Eaft- Hyr/t.King John confirm'd to the Knights Templers 
the Iſland of Lund; lying in the Mouth of the Severs, firſt granted by his 
Father King Herr the [T. In ſhort, the forefaid King Henry the III. granted 
and contirm'd to the Templers in the eleventh year of his Reign, all Royal 
Liberties in all their Lands, cxempting thera and their men from Tolls, 
Taxes, &c. with all the [Immunity that the Royal Power can grant (cam 
omnibus Libertatibus & liberis conſuetudinibus, quas regia poteſtas liberiore 
alicui domui Religionis conferre poteſt.) 

In the Poatificate of Pope Clement, the Knights Templers being accuied 
of hainous Crimes, he iſſued out his Commithon to certain Cardinals to 


examine the Matter in France, bctore whom the Maſter and Preceptors ot 


this Order for that Kingdom appeared, and being ſworn, conteſt themſelves 
guilty of the Crimes whereot they were accuſed, and ſhewing great ſigns 
ot Repentance, were abſolved. After which the ſame Pope Ea out his 
Bull into Eng/and to commiſhonate the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and divers 
other Biſhops to make the like enquiry in this Kingdom. An. Dom. 1 309, 
The Articles exhibited againſt rheſe Knights were principally theſe ; That 
at their Reception into the Order they are cauſed by thzole who receive 
them, to deny Chriſt cruciticd, and ſometimes God 3 That they affirm 
and teach that Chrilt is not true God 5 That they hope not to have Sal- 
vation through him 3 That they ſpit, and piſs agunlt the Crols and Image 
of Chrilt thereon, and tread it under foot ; that they uſcd to afſemble to- 
gether for that purpoſe on Good Friday it ſelf z That they do not believe 
the Sacrament of the Altar, nor any other Sacraments of the Church ; 
that they injoyn the Prieſts of their Order not to ſay the words of Cons 
ſecration in the Canon of the Mals 5 That they affirm and believe that the 
Great Maſter of their Order can abſolve them from their Sins, fo their 
Viſitor, and Preceptors, tho' Laymen ; That they uſe ſeveral obſcene and 
wicked ations at their admiſſion (droſenlabantur in ano ſeu ſpina dorfi, ali 
quand in wvirgi virili) ; That tlicy mutually commit the Sin of Sedomy with 
one another, and affirm it to be noCrime but lawful; that they adore 
Idols, eſpecially in their great Chapters and Afſemblics, as their God and 
Saviour ; that ſuch Admiſſions are therefore private, none ſuffer'd to be 
preſent but thoſe of the ſame Order z that they are ſworn not to reveal 
the manner of their Reception under pain of Death or Impriſonment 3 
and that theſe things are reported by publick fame, common opinion, 
and allo confeſt for the moſt part by many of their own Order in full 
Conliſtory before the Pope and Cardinals, The aboveſaid Inquilitors 
fate upon theſe Matters in the Biſhop of Loxdow's Hall in O66. x 309. 
Lefore whom divers Knights of this Order appearing, two of which 
Leing (-verally examin'd, diſcovcr'd the manner of their Reception into 
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the ſaid Ordcr, but not ary thing appear'd to be criminal, abſolutely deny- 
wg that any are received in any other manner. The like Inquiſitors fate 
at Jork, and thy both at London and Tork they were acculed of many 
things, yet nothing appear'd for which the Order dclerved in Juſtice to 
be ſupprefied (aibil iroentum eft quod de jure videretur flatum illorum anul- 
Lire.) However they wereall in one day ſeized on throughout England, 
and impriſon'd. And in the Council of Viemna, An. Dom. 1312, the whole 
Order of the Templers wascondemn'd and perpetually annull'd 3 with an 
Inhibition that none for the future ſhould rake that Order, Proicſiion or 
Habit, under pain of the greater Excommunication. After which the 
Kmghts Hoſpitallers of St. Zeb» obtain'd moſt part of their Poſlethions, 
At this time William Archbiſhop of Tork, moved with Charity to conſider 
the helpleſs condition of the Templers in his Dioceſs, placed them in ſeveral 
Monaſteries in that County, and order'd them maintenance during Lic

The called Premenſtratum and a Chappel there, 
of St. Jobs Baptiſt, was given to St. Norbert by Bartholmew Buhop of 
Laxdunum, with the approbation of Lewis the VI. call'd the Groſs, King of 
France.

But theſe Canons becoming very relax in their Divine 
Offices, and more given to hunting, and the Pleaſures of the Forreſt, 
than to the Church and Prayer, for which being in dangerto be removed, 
they by way of Prevention reſigned all they had here ito the hands of 
their Patron, and return'd to the place from whence they came, except 
Humfrey their Prior who retired toa place cal''d the Magda/ey, and became 
a Hermit. But this Houſe became not hereby deſolate, but aiterwards 
riſe to a greater degree of honour, (Ludit in adverſis divina potentia rebus) 
for aſter this there came hithcr ſix Canons of the Order ot Premonſtratenſes 
from Tupholme, invited by the Patron, But theſe allo misbehaved theme 
ſelves, and were recall'd tro Tupholme. Hereupon William de Grendbon,then 
Patron, procured five other Canons of the fame Order from Welbeck, 
Theſe alſo aker ſome time return'd back, diſcouraged by exceſſive Po. 
verty. At laſt Williaw Son of the forefaid Radwf, with his Daughter 
Maud married to Jeffrey Sawcemere, but childleſs, and the foreſaid I} z/4am 
de Grendon, the Patron, his Siſters Son, joyr'd —_ in making a Fair 
and ſufficient Endowment of Lands to this Houſe, procuring nine Canons 
from Newhouſe, to wham they gave the Town and Park of Siawley, the 
Dominion of Depedale, with other Lands in Okebroke, &c. All which with 
their other Poſleiſions given by other Benefaftors, were confirm'd to tlie

"Te Lite of this St. Gilbert is writ very largely, out of which 1 ſhall 
here obſerve only the moſt Remarkable Paſſages, as breifly as may 
he. He was born at Sempringoam in Lincolnſhire us Fathers name was 
Torelimrs, of Norman Extraftion, but having large Poſlefiions in this 
County. {n his youth he was (ent into France for the Improvement of 
his Learning. At his return ro the place of his Nativity, he inſtrutted 
the Country Children, Boys and Girls, in the Rudiments of Learniriy 
and the Methods of a Religious Life. And the Churches of Seapring+ 
bam and Tirington being: void, bis Father Preſunted him Parſon of the 
fame, Afﬀer this he became a Domeſtick Clerk in the Family of Alex- 
arder Bilhop of Lince'n, by whom he was made Prieſt, All chis while be 
was of ſuch Exemplary Piery that he b:came of great note for Sanity of 
life. Worldly Honours and Riches he deſpiſed, and refuſed to be anArch- 
deacon in the Church of Lincoln, which was offered him with confidera- 
ble Advantages, This was inthe Reign of King Henry 1. At which time he 


| gun his Order after this Vanner ; Seven young Virgins, who voluntarily 


 f: the World, ſhurthemſclves up in a ſolitary Habitation adjoyning tothe 
North wall of the Church of St. Andrew at Sempringham, and ſubmitted 
to his Government anJ direftion in Spirituals Their Apartment had bus 
one Door kept Lockt, Their Diet and Releif they recrived in at a Win- 
dow.

St, Gilbert tho” Cheit of this Order yet lived with as much 
hardſhip in faſting, Watching, and all other Auſteriies as the meancſt of 
them all, He abſtain'd wholly from fleſh, unlefs in Sickneſs, and from 
Fiſh alſo in Lent and Advent. In the Reign of King Horry IL be fell 
into great Troubles by reaſon of his fiding with Thomas Archbiſhop of 
Cant and his releiving him with monies when he fied into Fraxce, 
but at length he was freed from them, and ſet at Liberty. Aﬀecr this ke 
had new Afﬀiitions from the malicious Scandals of ſome lay Brothers of 
his own Order, but his patience brought him out of theſe T roubles alfo, 
and his Innocency and merit was certified ar all che Biſhops of 
England, and by King Heary IT. himſclf, In his old Age he was depri-

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ved of his fight, but the vigor of his mind remain'd as perfeQt as ever, 
with a!l the vertuons faculties of his Soul not inthe leaſt decay'd.

1200. the then 
Dean and Canons did order and ordain, that four Perſons ſhould be con- 
ſtantly refident, viz. the Dean, the Chantor, the Chancellor, and the 
Treaſurer, the Archdeacons to refide for three months in 8 year, other 
Canons for half a year, the common Profits to be divided among thoſe 
only who are reſident, that no Vicar ſhall be admitted for favour, but only 
ſuch as are worthy and proper for the Service of the Church, that none 
be promoted but by the Dean and Chapter, and that no Vicar or infe- 
rior Miniſter be admitted into the Quire unleſs he have a good Voice. 
King Henry the VIII. made and eſtablithe new Statutes by Letters Pa- 
tents, in the timeof Edward Archbiſhop of Tort, whereby reciting that 
they had in this Church an evil Cuſtom, long uſed, that every Canon 
Prebendary was bound to ſpend in feaſting the firſt year of his Ref 
one thouſand Marks, or elc he could not partake of the Emoluments of 
the Place, he aboliſhes the faid Cuſtom, and all Stattres relating there- 
unto, and Orders that the Sratures relating to the great Reſidency be 
obſerved, and that they have their Diſtriburions and Emoluments on the 
account of Reſidency duly paid from the day of their firſt entry on the 
ſame; if there be none reſiding then all the common Profits of the 
Church to go wholly tothe Treaſury of Se, Peter, That all Canons then 
being in the City of Tort, as well not refident as reſident, be called to 
aſſiſt at all Chapters, that to the Cheſt wherein the Common-Seal is

lent, Sc. Every Canon Reſidentiary to hve ata Houſe within the Cloſe of 
the Cathedral, and to have in Benefices at leaſt 109 4. per Annwm, That 
the Vicars Choral ſhall when every Canon begins his greater Reſidence, 
receive 5 4 and afterwards 61. 135. 4d. per Annam. That every Canon 


having a Prebend worth $ /. per Annum, ſhall yearly at the Feaſt of 


St. Martin contribute and pay into the hands of the Ilor of this 
Church 6 s. 9 4. for the providing of Preachers in the faid Church, which 
Preachers are to be provided on the nas Sundays, and other 
an at diſcretion, this nor to excuſe the Dean, and Chancellor, orany 
others to preach themſelves as they are obliged by Statute or Cuſtom,&$c. 
Which Letters Pattens bear date 3 Jane 33 H.8. 

To this Cathedral Church did belongabundance of Jewels, Veſſels of 
Gold and Silver, and other Ornaments, rich Veſtments and Books, viz. 
ten Mrers of great value, among which one ſmall Miter with Stones tor 
the Biſhop of the Boys, or Children ( pro Epiſcopo puerorum) one Silver

and gilt Paſtoral Staff, many Paſtoral Rings, among which one for rhe

ſix ounces, Imagesof Silver and Gold, Relicks in Caſes cxtreamly rich, 
great Bouls of Silver, a Unicorns-Horn, a Table of Silver and gilt with the 
Imige of the bleſſed Virgin enamiled thereon, weighing nine pounds 
eight ounces and a halizſeveral Goſpellaries,and Epiſtollarics, richly adorn'd 
with Silvcr, Gold, and precious Stones z Jewells affixt ro Shrines and 
Tombs, of almoſt incſtimable value, Altar Cloaths, and hangings very 
rich, Copes of Tiſſue, Damask, and Velvet, white, red, blew, green, pur- 
ple, and black, withorher Veſtments of the fame Colours.

HEREFORD Cathedral 


Nlefrid King, of the Mercians built and endowed this Church, and 
conſtiruted a Biſhop here ; this he did as a kind of expiation for 

the ocath of Etbelbert (King of the Eqft- Angels, murdered by Offa King of 
Mercia, and ) repurcd a Saint and r. King Edward the Confeſlor 
granted Libertics to the Prieſts of this Church. In the time of the faid 
King Fdward, Walter then Biſhop of this Church had one hundred Maſaras 
wanting two (cach Maſwa contains about four Oxgangs of Land ) Roberx 
Biſhop bo (who ſucceeded the other) tound forty Hides of Land be- 
longing to this See, but all waſted. The Canons of Hereford held many 
Mannors and Lands, @c. in right of their Church at the time of the 
Conqueſt, as appears by Domeſday- Book, a truc Copy whereof expreſſing 
the particulars in the ſeveral Hundreds where they lay, is tranſcribed and 
inted *P.182,18z, 184. the whole in the faid Biſhoprick amounting to 300 
ides of Land. Ralph Biſhop of Hereford granted to the Dean and Chap- 
ter of rhat Church, all his Land of Hamme, then valucd at 15 / per Annum, 
which he had lately of Simon de Clifford, to hold by the ſervice 
of one Knights Fee and a half, and the faid Dean and Chapter granted to 
him to celebrate the Divine Offices on the day of his Obit, yearly. The 
Mannor of Famme, in which the ſaid Land lay, was given to the Prior 
and Convent of Cgaſſewell, by Walter de Laſey, and by the Prior and Con- 
vent of Craſſewell fold and convey'd to Peter de Aquablarca Biſhop of Here- 
ford and his Heirs, for the Sum of five hundred Marks 3 which Peter 
gave the ſaid Mannor and ſeveral other good Gifts tothe Church of ZHere- 
ford, King Williaw the Conqueror reſtored to this Church divers Man- 
nors unjuſtly taken from it by Earl Herald. Raſph Murdac confirmed 
to the Church of St. Mary and St, Erhelbert, and to the Canons of the 
fame, the Church of Parley, given them by William D'evercxs his Pre- 
deceſlor.

A Dom- 156, Lacius King of the Britains, having applied bimſelf 
to Pope Elwherias, He and the Chict of his —_ were baptized 
into the Chriſtian Religion 3 the ſincere Doftrines of which they pre- 
ſerved uncorrupted till the Pelagian Hereſie aroſe ; to reform and contute 
which, St. Germanss, and Lapas, being ſent for out of France, they before 
they went back conſecrated Biſhops 1n ſeveral parts of this Iſle, in i 
cular they conſecrated Dubritins a holy and great Dottor, an Archbilbop; 
and appointed for him an Epiſcopal Seat, which was by the grant of 
King Moaric, founded at a place called Podum Lartani in honour of 
Se. Peter, and by that _ q———_ with all between 7af, and Elei, and by 
Apoſtolick Authority with great Ecclefraſtical Priviledges This Dubri- 
cus founded divers Churches, and fettl:d Biſhops in the Right ſide of 
Britain (per dextralem Britanniam) in particular he conſecrated Daniel 
Biſhop in the City of Banger. Guorduc offered up (immolavit) his Virgia 
Daughter Dalon to Dubricius Archbithop of Landaff, whom he conſecrated 
a Nun, for ever ; her Father gave with her divers Lands. 4s. Dops. 612+ 
St- Dubricixs Bulhop of Leudaff departed this lite, and in the year 1120. 
was with t Solemnity tranſlated from the Ifle of Exli, to his Church 
of Lindaff at which time and ation, ſome miraculous Events are faid to 
happen. Urban Biſhop of Landaff complained to Pope Calixtus that 
whereas this Church was at its firſt ercftion, the Miſtreſs of all the 
Churches of Wales, and had once four and twenty Canons, of which there 
remained at that time but two, and the Revenues almoſt deſolate, by the 
Invaſion of Laymen and Monks, and alſo of his own Brothers, the Biſhop 
of Hereford, and the Biſhop of St. Davids, he therefore prays the ſaid Pope 
to ſuccour him and his Church. 

Idon x Britiſh King was 2 great BenefzQtor to this Church, in the time 
of St. Telias, Succetlor to the forefaid Dubricius, Alſo King Murgetud, 
and King Aircol, and one Tatac, gavetothe fame Archbiſhop Telias, divers 
Lands and Poſleſſions, as an exputory penance for certain Murders. fling 
Mewric before-mentioned was the Son of King Teadiric, who having ſettled 
his Kingdom in Peace, reſigned the Government to his Son, and himſelf 
became a Hermit; but his Kingdom being afterwards invaded by the 
Saxons, and his Son in great danger of lofting it, he was admoniſht by 
an Angel that he ſhould leave his Retirement and head the Army, that 
they would fly at his ſight, and that he ſhould, however, receive a 
wound and die in peace after three days ; all which Rappened as foretold, 
and he dying in an Il:calld in Welch Cchxi, his faid Son built there an 
Oratory and Cimitery, and gave all the Territory about it to the Church 
of Landaff, this was in the time of Oudecexs the third Biſhop of this See. 
The ſaid Mozric having by treachery killed Cyxvers, after he had ſworn to 
a firm peace with him, before the Relicks of the Saints, was Excom- 
municated, tor redemption of which, and as part of his pennance, he 
gave to this Church four Towns with their Liberties. King Mor- 
cant, and Augnuil us _ of Brecknoe, and King FJudbail, were Bene- 
faftors z ſo was Gurvedins upon his having obtained a great ViRtory 
over the Saxons. In the time of Biſhop Gurven, Tender and Elgiſt 
Kings of Breckwiekt, (wore a firm and mutual Peace with cach 
other, before the Relicks of the Saints, after which King Tendor 
took occaſion to Kill Elgift ; for which Homicide and Perjury being excom- 
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municate, and upon his Abſolution being Enjoyn'd for Penance, Almes, 
Prayer, and Faſting, he gave in Almes ro this Church of Zandaff divers 
Lands and Revenues. Briteon hail Son of Devon (acrificed ( immolauit ) 
to God, and St. Dyubricins, ſix Churches with all their Libertics and 
Profits, in one day. King Clatri and King Judgvalaun, baving ſworn a 
firm Peace before the holy Goſpells and Reliques upon the Altar, in 
Preſence of Biſhop Berthgain and the Clergy, after which Clorri killin 
Tudgvalam, he was tor Is homicide and perjury, excomunicated with 
all his Progeny and Kingdom, by the ſaid Biſhop and Clergy in a full 
Synod. Atterward: being abſolved and enjoyn'd Penance, as part of the 
fame he gave divers Lands to this Church of Landaff. Guidverth having 
Naia his Brother, was for his homicide and Fratricide, excommunicated by 
Biſhop Oudecexs in a full Synod, andaticr three years, having pertorm'd an 
enjoyn'd Pennance into Cornwal ( the Brittons and thoſe Ol Cornwal being, 
ot the ſame language and Nation tho' d vided in territory ) he was upon 
his great forrov an4 tcarsablolved, a'ter which he gave divers Lands to 
this Church. Gurcan who ſucceeded Gainan, having lived inceſtuouſly wich 
his Mother in Law, was therefore in full Synod excommunicated by 
Bithop Erthgwin, and after upon his relormation being abſolved, gave 
divers Lands to this Church. King Clitaxc Son of Clitzgzin, was a Prince 
who governed his Kingdom in Peace and exact Juttice, and became 
afterwards a Martyr on this account : A young Virgin of quality was in 
love with him ſo far as to declare ſhe would never marry unleſs to Clitaxc, 
whereupon a Nobleman of the Court, whole Sute ſhe had retuſed, for 
the Kings ſake, in revenge murder'd the innocent King in hunting. After 
whoſe Murdcr«the Biſhop of Land. cauſed to te built, and conſecrated, 
a Church to his memory, in the place where he was buried near the 
River Mynzui, &c. Which with divers Lands given to the fame, was 
alter yards granted to the Biſhops of Landaff, by King Judbail Son of 
Morcant, A Noble man of the ſame naine , Judbail Son of Edel- 
virth, going with his Wife on a Sunday to hear divine Service at Str. 
Clitaus's, was H far prevaild upon by the Devils inſtigatioa and his 
own luſt, 3; co lie wii his Wite in a Meadow on the Bank of Mingay, 
and having pcrform'd the A&, and about to withdraw, he found himicl/ 
not able to digoyn, but was forced to remain in that Poſture inſeperable 
from his Wi'z, whereupon he call'd out to his Attendants, and ordcr'd 
them to repair to the Monument of the Martyr Clitawc, and there 
ofter in his name that Meadow which he had unjuſtly taken from that 
"nurch, this being done, with promile of amendment of Life, he was azain 
ſeparated from that vexatious Conjundtion. Comvur bought certain Lands 
of King Ferrvail, Son of Judhail, for an excellent horſe of the priceof 12 
Cows, a Dog that had kill'd Birds, with a Hawk ( cam Ancipitre ) of the 
Price of z Cows, and another Horſe of the Price of z Cows, which 
Lands ſo purchaſed he gave to the Biſhops of this Church of Land«ff. 
Fernuhail, Convelin, King Ris Son of Fudbail, and abundance of other Kings 
and great Men in Wales, were BenefaQtors to this Church. King Fore! 
being excomunicatedby the Biſhop and Synod at Landsff tor killing Galcun, 
after a pzact (wora, upon his Abſolution gave divers Lands to this Ciurch; 
the like did 77; Son of Conblus, who was excommunicated for killing 
Camanc after a Peace ſworn berween them. Agvod Son of Jovaf having au 
angry Conteſt betwixt his tamily and the Biſhvps, came up to the Church 
Door, and threw ſtones into the Church, and thea fled, under an An- 
thema; 
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thema ; for which he afterwards beg'd pardon and gave divers Lands to 
Corenbiro then Biſhop and his Succeſſors. King Nongsi gave Lands for 
violating the Liberties of this Church and committing Sacriledge. 
An. Dom. 955. Pater being then Biſhop of thus Church, fix men of « 
Family of Nongai, broke into a Church in this Diocef, ane! taere killd a 
Deacon belore the Altar, who had fled thither tor Sanctuary, for which 
they were delivered up to the Biſhop, and remain'd imprifon'd fix months 
in Chains, and they were further ſentenced by a Synod that they ſhould 
forfeit all their Lands and Subſtzuce to the Church which they had pros» 
phaned. Afer Son of Marchvid, having ki'I'd G in by treachery ,gave 
to this Church the Town of Segen, &c. Brochmail Son of Mouric, gave to 
this Church certain Lands which he had betore given to his Daughter 
whom he made a Nun, but ſhe being ſeduced from her Vow by Ezgar 
Son of Levi had a Son, inceſtuouſly. Teudur King of Brecknock, King 
Grifad, &c- were alſo BenefaQors, 

An. Dom. 982. Gucaun Bilhop of Landaf was conſecrated by the Metro- 

itan Pwxffan Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and had his Paſtoral Staff given 
im by Edgar the Supream _ ot the Fagliſh. Art the lame time, lived 
Edgar —_ all Britain, Hawel ds, and Morgan hen, winch two laſt were 
ſubje&t ro King Edgar. 

win King of Guenti having a great conteſt with Bledri Biſhop of 
Landaf it went ſo far that the Biſhop him(-Ii was wounded, whereupon 
he ſummon'd and afſembled all the Clergy irom Tar tir wn Gui, to Tiga, 
who in full Synod Anathemarized the King, with tus whole Family, and 
put his Country under interJitt 3 but the King (e:king abfolution, ob- 
rain'd it, and thereupon gave divers Lands to this Chirch, 2 «ric Son of 
Hiwvoil, after he had folemaly (worn to a Peace and Friendſhip with Ez. 
in a Neighbouring King, before Joſeph Biſhop of Landaff, ſeized upon the 
id Etgain, caft him in Priſon, and put out his eyes, which occaſion'd his 
death, for which being curſt in a Synod, he afterwards obtain'd abfolution, 
and gave ſeveral Towns to this Church. King Moxric, and Caratanc one 
of hus Lords, being under cenſure for violating the SanCEtuary of this 
Church, obtain'd remiſſion and gave divers Lands. The like Leppcned 
in the Caſes of Catguallaun, Ringuallaun, Giſtinns, and others, who being 
guilty of like Crimes, made the like Compenſations. 

When King William conquer'd England, FHergualdus was Biſhop of 
Landaff, Catguacaun Son of Mouric King of Glatmercant, Caratoc, and 
Riderch Kings of other parts of Wales, all which Kings ferved King Wit 
liam, and dicd in his time. 


LITCHFELD Cathedril. 


; | 'HIS was formerly call'd the Mercia» Church, and firſt founded 

in the year 657. upon the Converſion of this Province tothe 
Chriſtian Religion, it was then made a Cathedral, and Dain the firſt 
Biſhop of the Mercians or middle Engliſh, who govern'd here but two years 
and died, To him ſucceeded Cellach, a Scor, After him 7rambere, and 
alter him Jarman, both Eng/z/bmen, but ordain'd Biſhops in Scotland. To 
theſe ſucceeded St. Cedda, An. Dom. 667. who had been before that Biſhop 
of Tork. Aſter whoſe death ſucceeded Winfridand after him Sexwolf who 
founded the Abby of Peterborough, after whoſe death the Province of Mer- 
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cia was divided into two Dioceſles ( Parcc#j25) Litchfield and Leice fer, tho' 
after a while they were both united again under Hedda Bi'hop of Litchfield, 
who died, As. 721. In the time of Erhelred King of Mercia. the Eiſhoprick 
of L irchffeld was divided into five Diocetles, viz. Hereford, Worceſter, 
Litchfield, L eicefler, and Lindiſey” After this diviſion Litchfield bad five 
ſucceſſive Biſhops till che time of Adu/phus who was made Archbiſhop of 
Litchfield by Pope Hadrian, An. 764- and 2 Juriſdiction given him over 
all Mercia and the Faſt- Azg/es, bur after him there was no more Arch- 
biſhops. From his time to the Norman Conqueſt were filteen Biſhops of 
Litchfield, foon after which the Epiſcopal S<xt was tranſlated from Litch. 
field to Chefter. An. 1075. The ſecond Biſhop of Cheſter was Robert de 
Lymeſi, who Av. 1095. removed his Seat again, trom Cheſter to the 
rich Monaſtery at Coventry, not long before built, and magnificently en- 
dow'd by Earl Leefrick and Godeva his Wite. To him fucceeded Robert 
Peche, Roger de Clinton, Wa'ter Durdent, Richard Peche, and Gerard de 
Patlla, all of them ſucceſſively Biſhops of Coverery, and moſt buried there, 
The tollowing Biſhops were called Biſhops of Corextry and Litchfield, whoſe 
names are F/xgo de Novent, who in the year 1190. dGfplaced the Monks 
from the Monaſtery at Coventry and introduced Secalar Canons in their 
ſtead (but the Monks were reſtored again after ſeven years (Jeffrey de 
Muſchampe, An. 1199, William de Cornbill, An, 121 5. Alexander de Saveniby, 
An. 1224. in whoſe time Pope Honorious ordered that one time the 
Election of the Biſhop ſhould be made in the Church of Coventry by the 
Convent of Monks there and the Chapter of Litchfield, and the next 
time in the Church of Litchfield by the faid Convent and Chapter, F7ugo 
de Pat fhull, An. 1240. Roger de Weſcham, An. 12.45. Roger de Meyland, 
An. 1256. Walter de Langton, An 12:96. he was a great Benefafter ro the 
Church of Litchfield. Roger de Norburgh, An. 1322. 

Penda King ot the Mercians, 2 Man phanatical and impious ( fanaticus 
O impins) aitzr he had reign'd thirty years was overcome by O/wy King 
of the Northumbers, An. 656. Which Ofw; becoming King of Mercia, was 
the occaſion of the Converſion of that Province to ehe Chriſtjan Faith, 
and founded the Mercia» Church, now call'd Litchfield, and died, An 670, 
In the City of Eitchfeld were two Monaſteries, one in the Faf-part 
where St. Cedda uſed ro make his Prayers, and preach ro the People, 
which place is ſince called Stow, the other was in the Weſs-part, and 
dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin Mary 3 here the Biſhop made his Seat, his 
Habitation contained fix and thirty toort in length, and twenty cight in 
breadthz the Deans Apartment adjoyn'd to that of the Biſhop, and con- 
tained halfthe Dimenſons, the Manſions of the Canons contain'd cach 
half the Dimenſions of the Deans. Roger de Clinton the third Biſhop of 
Coventry was the firſt Eretor of a Colledge of Canons at Litchfeld, there 
being before that time only five Prieſts in that Church f{crving at five 
Altars- Theſe Canons of Lirchfie'd did ſometimes refuſe to admit the Bi- 
ſhop when choſen and enthonizated at Coventry, the Prior of which place 
had of right the firſt Voice in his Eleftion, The Prior of Coventry and 
his Convent pretended to have the fole and free choice of the Biſhop, bur 
King Jobs after g long conts\t with them, over-aw'd them at Nottingham 
to choſe William de Gray his Chancellor their Biſhop, and not only fo, 
but to joyn with the Canons of Litchfield in the Ele&tion. Bur that Eletti- 
on being fer aſide as forced, the Prior and Monks only, chaſe William 
de Cornhull, Archdeacon of Hantingtowz all this was done in the time 
of a general Interdict. The 
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The Epiſcopal Scat was tranſlated from Litchfeld to Cheſter in the time 223. 
of Willimm the Conqueror, and from Cheſter to Coventry in the _—_ of 
King Henry the I. Boniface Archbiſhop of Canterbury recited and confirm'd 224. 
the Grant of Roger Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, whereby, with the 
Conſent of the Prior and Convent of Coventry he granted and confirm'd 
to the Dean, and Chapter, and Church of Litchfield, divers Lands and 
Rents, and alo'ted the ſame to ſuch and ſuch Offices and Duties, and rati- 
fied the Conſlitutions of F/ugh his Predeceflor, and granted and cſtabliſht 
by his Pontifical Authority, that the Churches of Coventry and Litchfield 
ſhould have equal Fower in the Election of the Biſhop. Which Con- 
firmation by the Archbiſkap of Canterbury bears date, An. Dom. 1259. 
King Richard the. granted divers Lands and Franchiſes to this Church, 
conftirm'd by Pope Fonorius. Joby Archbiſhop of Canterbury made and pro» 22&- 
vided ſeveral good Orders and Conſtitutions to be obſerved by the Dean 
and Chapter ot this Church,in relation to the reparing the Pariſh Churches 
and Chappels to them belonging, tor the Augmentarion of the Vicars and 
other Clergymens Profits tlicrcin, and for providing Books and Ornaments 227. 
for the ſamc, alſo that they be moderate in receiving their Mortuaries 228. 
and Tithes, he having heard great complaints of their rigorous exaCtions 
that way, &c. Dated, An. Dow. 1289. King Jobs, while Farl of Moreton, 229. 
was a BenefaGtor to this Church whoſe grant was corfirm'd by his Son 
King Henry the II. An. 50. Roger call'd the Amnener gave and confirm'd

to Roger de Mu'ent Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, a parcel of Land and - 
Buildings lying in the Pariſh of St. Mary le Strende without London towards 
Weſtminſter, b-wween the High-way that leads tram London to Weſtminſter 
and the Thames, to hold to the faid Reger and his Succeſiors, by the 23x 


yearly Rentof 3 4. payable at Eaſter, tor the purchaſe of which the 
ſaid Biſhop gave rwenty Marks ot Silver. Pope Emgenius confirm'd the 
Lands and Poſlc{hons given to this Church, and eſtabliſhe the Epiſcopal 
Seat at Covewtry, An. 1151. William Bilhop of Coventry gave and confirm'd 232. 
to the Canons of Litchfield the Church of Fope, and Chappel of Tideſwell 234. 
for their common Proviſion in Bread and Beer. King Steven granted to 235. 
the Church of St. Cedd at Litchfield, and Walter Biſhop of Corentry and his 
Succeflors tor ever, a Mint for the Coyning of Mony at Litchfield Kin 235. 
Edward the I. granted to Roger Meulznd biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, 

and his Succeſſors, the Forreſt or iree Chaſe of Canot in Staffordſhire, 

with the uſual . Liberties, to hold in Frankalmoine. &c. 

An. Dom. 1397. Thomas de Stretton Dean of Litchfield and the Chapter ,,., 
of that Church, depoſited two hundred Marks in a Cheſt called the Cheſt wy 
of Grace, to be kept under four ſeveral Locks and Keys, to be opened 
and uſed, when the Sreward has not ſufficient of the uſual Income to ſup 
ply the Commons of the Canons Reſidentiary and Vicars, for ſo much 2398. 
only as ſhall be wanting, the ſame to be paid again by the Steward to 
the Common Cheſt before he paſſes his Accounts, &c, All which was con- 
firm'd and ratified by Richard Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfeld. Anno 
Dom. 1411, John Biſhopof Coventry and Litchfield, granted and demiſcd 
tothe Chantry Prieſts 1n the Church of Litchfield a common Lodging or 239, 
Habitation within the Cloſe at Litchfield, ro have and to hold to them 
and their Succeflors for th: term oft mivety eight years at the Rent 
of 12 4. per Annum payable to the Biſhop and his Succeſſors. There were 
formerly in this Church ſeventeen Chantries founded by ſeveral 
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Feffrey Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, James Denton Dean, and the 
Chapter of the ſaid Church, made a Colleftion of all Statutes and Orders 
that had been made in the times of former Biſhops, altering ſome, and 
adding others as there was occaſion, and hzving out of that Collection com- 
piled a body of Statutes, preſented it to Cardinal Woiſey Archbilbop of 
Tork and Legat de Latere, to be confirm'd by his Legantine Authority ; 
In which Statutes are contain'd directions tor ſaying the Divine Office: 
and the ſeveral Canonical hours; The Ofhces and Duries of the four 
Principal Perſons in the Church of Litchfeild, viz. The Dean, Precentor, 
Treaſurer, and Chancellor, alſo of the Sacriſtan, and aiter what manner 
the ſeveral Bells are to be roll'd or Rung at the ſeveral hours and Offices. 
Alſo of the Archdeacons, and Succentor 4 That the Dean is the Head of 
the Chapter, that when he enters or paſles by, all the Clergy ought to 
ſtand up &c. The Office and duty of the Vicars, and ſecular Clerks 
commonly call'd Clerk Vicars ; The manner of- inſtalling the Canons, all 
whoſe ſtalls and proper Scars are ſet out in a Scheme ; That all Clerks 
entring into the Quire, bow firſt ro the Altar, then to the Biſhop, or in 
his Abſence to the Dean, with direftions when to ſtand up, and kneel, 
ec, and what habits and collours are to be uſed upon ſuch and ſuch days; 
That the Dean be continually Reſident, that he Celebrates Maſs on all 
double Feaſts, that he preach on Aſb Wedneſday and Advent Sunday, &c. 
That every Canon have a Vicar continually ſerving in the Church; That 
one or two of the Canons be Choſen at Michaelmas yearly, to receive and 
diſtribute the Common Goods of the Church, and to account for the 
ſame ; The manner of calling and holding the Chapters 3 That on the 
Feſtivals of St. Cedde, and the — of the Virgin Mary, the Dean 
feaſt all the Quire, the Canons to be fingly invited eight days before the 
time; That from Trinity Sunday to Chriſtmas Mattins be immediately faid 
after Complin, and the ſeveral Maſles at ſuch and ſuch hours, @c. Thar 
Mattins and Veſpers, and all the hours be ——— according to the Saliſ- 
bury uſe ; That in caſe any difference ſhall happen among the Canons 
it ſhall be compoſed among themſelves, it it may be, if not, by the Dean 
and Chapter within two Months, if not by them, then by the Biſhop 
within two Months more, it that cannot be, the party injured may be at 
Liberty to ſeek redreſs in Law elſwhere as he ſees convenient 3 That the 
Starutes of this Church be” writ fair in a Book of Parchmenr, and that to be 
chain'd in ſuch place where the Canons, but not others, have acceſs to it, 
That no Miniſter of this Church lie a night in the Town, without reaſo- 
nable Cauſe to be approved by the Dean and Chapter z that no Vicar or 

Iriſter receive or admit any Woman into his Garden, unleſs in com- 
pany of other honeſt Women, &c. All which Statutes and Ordinances 
with many more, filling twenty one Folio's and a halt, were declared and 
eſtabliſht by the foreſaid Dean and Chapter, and confirm'd by the Biſhop 
in the year 1526, The Biſhop of Lirchfeld is ſworn to defend the Rights 
and Liberties of this Chucrh to his ability, to obſerve the Statures and 
approved antient Cuſtomes of the ſame, and not to alienate the Epiſcopal 
Poſſeſſions. The Dean is (worn to make continual Reſidency as is accu- 
ſtomed, to be faithful to the Charch, not to reveal the ſecrets of the 
Chapter, to obſerve and defend the Statutes, and approved and antient 
Cuſtomes, to behave himſelf with humility and Patience, and to excite 
all thoſe who are Subjeft to his Government to do the like. Every Ca» 


non is {worn to be obedient to the Dean and Chapter in Canonical Com- 
mands, 
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mands, to defend the Rights and Liberties of this Church, to obſerve the 
Statutes and antient and approved Cuſtomes, to be faithful to the Church 
and not to reveal rhe Secrersot the Chapter. Every Vicar is ſworn to be 
obedient to the Dean and Chapter, tobe faithful, to perform the Day and 
Nioht Service according to his reaſonable ability. The Sergeant is (worn 
19 D- true to the Church of Litchfeild, to keep Council, truly to do his 
Office of Sergeantſhip, and whea he is ſeat on Errands to give a true

Aulimes Archbiſhop of Tork, who converted a great part of the North 

among the reſt converted to the Chriſtian Rel-gion the Prete&t of 
the Ciry of Lincoln call'd Bletta, and cauſed a Church to be erected, and 
therein conſecrated Fonorins Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 

An. 1092, Biſhop Remigizs removed his Epiſcopal Seat from Dorche- 
fler by Licence of King Wi/liam the Conqueror to Lincoln, and began to 
build there a ſfampmnous Church, on the Hill near the Caſtle, but 7homas 
then Archbiſhop of Tork pretending that Linco/n and all the Province of 
Lindſey was within his Diocels, gave ſome obſtruftion for a while. But 
it was afterwards finiſht by King William II, who cauſed it to be dedicated 
by two Cardinal Legates, inthe preſence of cight Archbiſhops and fixreen 
Biſhops, and ſecular Canons to be eſtabliſhe therein. This King Willian 
Rufus Confirm'd all the Lands and Revenucs which his Father had given 
tothis Church, and was himſelf a great BenetaQtor, he quieted the Diſpute 
berween the Archbiſhop of Tork and the Biſtop of Lincoln, about Juriſ- 
diction, giving Thomas Archbiſhop of Tort ſuch fatisfattion to quit his 
Claim far ever, as has been already menrion'd, pag 131. King Henry [. 
gave to this Church among other Lands the Mannour of Bichele/wade with 
great Liberties, alſo a Fair to be held at their Caſtle of Newark, on St, 
Mary Magdalens day and four days betore 5 he alſo granted to Robert 
Biſhop ot Lincoln Liberty to make a Paſlage through his Caſtle Wall, he 
alſo granted to the ſaid Biſhop and the Canons of this Churck his Vineyard 
at Linco'n and all tnar _— toit. Heallo granted them ſeveral Chur- 
ches, as Flempingham, Derby, Wercheford, to be Prebends, with all the 
Churches of Lincoln within and without the Borough, and Freewarren 
in all their Lands in Lincolnſhire and Nottinghamſhire. King Henry 11. 
granted and confirm'd to Robert Biſhop of Lincoln and his Succeflors rhe 
Houſes that were the Knights Templers in the Pariſh of St. Andrew H/olburs, 
at London, which the ſaid Biſhop had purchaſed of thoſe Kaights for one 
lundred marks, and the yearly Rent ot three pieces of Gold ( tres aureos ), 
The ſame King gave to this Church and Biſhop all the ground from the 
Ba'e Weſtward tothe City Wall Eaſtward, at Lixcols, to build on; he alſo 
confirm'd the Donations of their other Benefa&tors, he alſo compoſed a 
difference between the Biſhop of Lincoln, and Robert Abbot of St. Albans 
about the Juriſdiction over fitteen Churches to the faid Abby belonging, 
Pope Honorius An. 1125. confirm'd the Revenucs given to this Church; 
the like did Pope Innocent, who alſo granted that no Biſhop ſhould be 
impoſed on this Church o! Lincols without the free ele&ion of the Clergy 
and People, An. 1138. King Henry lll, in the fortieth year of his Reign 
upon the Perition oft the Dean and Canons of Lincoln tor his Licence 
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to remove ſome part of the City Wall, that ſo they might enlarge 
their Church Eaſtward, iſſued out a Writ of Zed damnuin, in order to

' a Shrine, and the ſuperſtitious Jewels, Plate, Copes, Ge. in this Cathe- 
dral Chnrch of Lizco'n, and to fee the fame fafely and ſurely to be 
convey*d to his Jewel-houfe in the Tower. Which Commiſſion was exe- 

cuted on the 11th of June 1540. And by force thereof there was 
taken out of rh- ſaid Cathedral in Gold two thouſand fix hundred and 
ewenty one cances, in filver four thouſand two hundred and cighty five 
ounces, b-fides 2 great number of Pearls, Diamonds, Saphires, Rubies, 
Tuarky, Carbuncl-s. <*c. The Biſhop of Lincoln had a Miter wonder. 
fully thick ſet with precious Stones, Here were then two Shrines, one 
of St. Hugh all of Gold, rhe other of St Jobn of Dalderby all of Silver. 

In the f:venth year of King Edward the VI. another Inventory was 
taken of whar then remain'd mn this Church, which contain'd only three 
Chalices, one Pix, one Ampul, and that was all the Plate, the reſt of 
the Treaſure was in Copes of red, green, blew, black and white, ſome 
old and decayed, with divers Cheſables, Tunicles, and Albes, &c. Altar- 
Cloaths of Diaper awveetly good, and five other Cloths of Diaper ſore 
worre. 

In the fourth and fifth Ph. Me. An. Dom. 1557+ another Inventory 
was made, and there was then in this Church feven Chalices Silver 
and gilt, one of which weighed four and thirty ounces, four Pixes, 
with fome few Phials, Croſſes, Cenſers, Ampulls, but moſt poor, with 
divers Cheſables, and Copes, red, purple, white, blew, green and black,

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St. P AU L's Cathedral, in London. 


Nano Dom. 185. Lycins King of the greater Britain, now call'd 
England, obtain'd from Pope Elentberins, two Dodttors to beſent 
hither to 1oſtru& the King and Kingdom in the Chriſtian Faith ; then 
were the Temples of Idols dedicated to the Service of the true God, and 
three Metropolitan Seats placed in the three chiet Cities, wiz. Loudon, to 
which all the Southerz part of England was ſubje& ; Tork, under whoſe 
juriſdigion was all the North of Fumber, and Scotlend , and Cebſter, whole 
Juriſdition extended over Wales, London conti the chiet Epiſcopal 
Scat and Primacy, till the coming of St, Auguſtin, who in the year 604. 
transferr'd the Metropolitan Dignity to Cant ; and made Mellitus 
Biſbop of Londov. To which Mellitus, King Ethelbert gave the Land then 
called Tillingham, for the Support and Maintenance ot his Monaſtery of 
St. Paul, Pope Agatho granted to Erkenwald Biſhop of the Monaſtery of 
St. Paul in London, that the Election of the Biſhop ſhould belong ſolely ro 
Q q the 
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the Congregation of that Monaſtery, Which Erkezra/d was a Scholler 
to B:ſhop Mellitzs, and built two Monaſteries, one for himſelf at 
Churtſes in Sofſex, the other tor tus Silter Edlehwrge at Barkivg in Efex. 
He was a man of moſt exemplary Piety, and alter the death of Bilhbop 
Cedde, became Biſhop of Lovdon, He Gicd at Barking 5 after whole 
death his Body was mvch comeſted for, by the Nuns of Barking, the 
Monks of Chertſey, and the Citizens of London, but the latter prevailed, 
and he was buried at Lordin, with the Reputation of a Saint. King 
Athelſtan renew 'd and reſtored the Liberties of the Monaſtery of St. Pawl 
the Doftor of the Gentiles, in Lowden. King Edgar granted to the fame, 
divers Lands and [mmuninies, in the year 867, Other Benetattors to this 
Church were King Etkelred, Cute King of Denwark and Evgland, King 
Edward the Confeflor, King Williamthe Conqueror,who conhtirm'd all their 
Lands and Liberties to be as iree as he dcfired his own Soul to be in the 
day of Judgment; he alſo granted and confirm'd the tour and rwenty 
Hides of Land adjoynivg to the City of London, which King Eihelbert 
gave to this Church when he founded it. It appears by Domeſday»+Book 
that at the time of the veſt, rhe Church ot St. Fax's held Lands in 
the Countics of Middleſex, Ffſex in divers Hundreds there, Hertford, 
and Sarrey, An. 1070 A Provincial Council was aflembled in the 
Church of St. Paxil at London under Lanfranc Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
where among other things it was decreed that none ſhould marry in his 
own Kindred till the ſeventh Degree ; That none ſhould buy or (ell boly 
Orders, or an Eccleſiaſtical Ofhce with cure of Souls, which crime Se. 
Peter firſt condemn'd in Simon Mages 5 and that no Biſhop or any of the 
Clergy ſhould judge in los of Life or Limb, In thoſe times it was proved, 
and declared, that the Church of 7ork ought to be fubjeRt to that of 
Canterbury, The forclaid King Iillizw granted to Maarice Biſhop 
of Lowdon the Caſtlc of Steriford and otlicr Lands with Sec and Sac. 
In the year 1295- A Viſitation was made in the Treafury of this 
Church, by Ralph de Bandak, then Dean, aud an Inventory taken con- 
taining divers rich and curious Morſes, fome all of Gold, Silver Candle- 
ſticks, Silver Cenſers, rich Croſlcs of Silver, and Silver and gile, twelve 
rich Chalices, fomeof which were all Gold, whereof one weighed five 
and thirty ounces 10d. weight, divers rich Feretrums, divers rich 
Miters adorned with Pearls and precious Stones, Sandals of Silk imbroi- 
der'd, Paſtoral Staves, abundance of Copes, imbroider'd with Images, 
and enricht with Gold and Silver, Amitts ſome of Cloath of Gold, divers 
Veſtments, Tunicks and Dalmaticks, &c, Church Books as Plalters, Anti» 
phorarics, Homelies, Martyro)gics, Proceſhonals, Millals, Manuals, 
Graduals, &c. Epiſtolarics, and Golpellarics, &c. Alſo a Chronicle com- 
poſed by Ralph de Diceto, &c. Bandekins, and other forts of Cloaths 
there was alſo an Inventory taken of ſuch things as belang'd to the 
Chappel of the Charnel-houſe in St, Pazl's Church yard ; in the Chap- 
pel of St. Radegend ; at our Ladics Altar inthe Nave of the Church ; 
at the Altar of St. Stevew, at that of St. Thomas the Martyr, of St. Silveſter, 
of St. Cedde, of the Apoſtles, of St. James, of St. Jobn Baptiſt, of the

The Biſhop of Londox is, at his firſt coming to St. Pax/'s Cathedral, 
and at his coming from beyond Seas, to be reccived by the Dean and 
Choire at the Weft-Door, in folemn Procefiion and ringing of Bells, 
at other times with ringing of Bells only. He ought to admi- 
niſter in Perſon on Chriſtmas, Eafter, Aſcention , and Whitſundays, 
and on the Feaſts of St. Pax/ and Sr. Er ld, Aſbweneſday, and 
Corps Chriſti: Re is to diſpoſe of all the Thirty Prebends and Digni- 
ties of this Church, when void, except the Deanery, but they are to be 
admitted into Policflion and indufted by the Dean and Chapter. The 
Principal Perſons in this Church next the Biſhop, are the Dean, the Arch- 
deacons of London, Ffſex, Middleſex, and Colcheſter, the Treaſurer, Pre- 
centor, and Chancellor. The Dean is choſen by the Chapter, and then 
preſented to, and confirm'd by the Biſhop, and by him allo, or bis De- 
puty, inſtall'd ; his Office is to reſide, to govern over all the Canons, 
Prieſts, and other Miniſters of this Church, to aſſemble a Chapter every 
Saturday ; he is to inveſt the Canons, the reſt of the Canons Reſidentiary 
being preſent 3 and ought to viſit withinthe Juriſdiftion of the Dean and 
Chaprer every third year. The Subdean 1s choſen from among the 
petty Canons, his Office is to govern the Quire in the abſence of the 
Dean. Two others of the petty Canons are to be choſen who are call'd 
Cardinals of the Q vire, their 15 to obſerve the defaults of all that 
tothe Quire, and to preſent the ſame, Ge. The Treaſurer's Office 
is to kcep the Plate, Veſtments, Relicks, Fe. of the Church, under him 
is the Sacriſtan, who is his Coadjurorz under the Sacriſtan are three 
Virgers, who ought to ſerve in Perſon all three daily their Office is to 
openand ſhut the Church-Doors 4 to ring the Bells at accuſtomed hours ; 
to ſee that no one be cover'd;, to keep out of the Church infamous Per- 
fons, eſpecially publick Whores, Porters carrying burdens through the 
Church, importunate Beggars 3 to be ſingle and not marricd, &:. The

His Deputy is call d the Succentor 4 the Chancellor is the 
Scribe of the Church and Chapter, he has the cuſtody of the Seal, he Pre- 
ſides over the reading part, as the Chantor does over the ſinging part of the 
Choire, and h- appoints the Maſter of the Grammar-School, as the 
Chantor docs of the Song School 3 and the Chancellor hath under him a 
Subſcribe or KR: giſtcr. . The Almoner of this Church ought to educate 
eight Boys of huneſt Parentzge, and cauſe them to be inftruted in Song 
and Learning, fo as to be utctul ro God's Service in the Choire, Under 
the Dean are thirty Canons in the Church of St. Pasd inſtituted by Pope 
Lacins the HE. thetic were of old rume Regulars according to the Rule of 
St. Awgnſtin, and ail conſtantly reſided, but in proceſs of time they be» 
came Seculars, and acglccted rhew Reſidence, to reform which ſeveral 
Orders were provided by ſeveral Biſhops and Deans, out of which Dean 
Collet collefted the Sum, viz. that every Canon at the time of his Inſtala- 
tion ſhall ſwrzr on ric Evangeliſts to be obedient to the Dean and 
Chapter, to be (aichtul ro the, Church of Sr. Pazl, to defend her Ri 
and Liberties, to oLlerve her laudable Cuſtoms, Ge.

dury to be continually reſiding, which he ought folemnly to promiſe in 
the Chapter before all the Brethren 4 if after ſuch promiſe he reſides 
in any other Church, he ſhall loſe the profit and advantegs of this. Tort » 
ſide in the Church of Paxls is to be preſent atrhe Canonicel hours, on great 
Feaſts at every Ofhce,on other days at ſome one; the Vicars of this Church 
were formerly thirty in number, every Canon had his Vicar, but in Dean 
Collets rime there were but fix. ſome of which were married, they ought 
to officiate conſtantly in the Quire day and night, they ought not ro be 
Prottors or Attorneys, &c. Thc Petty, or Minor Canons, were to be 
Prieſts, who daily attended the Service of the Quire, and faid Maſſes at 
the high Altar inſtead ofthe Canons, &c. Here were alſo divers other 
Prieſts who had Chantrics and celebrated at particular Altars ; bur th: ſe 
uſed to aſſiſt in the Quire, eſpzcially oa the greater Feaſts, ar Matrins, 
Prime, Maſs, and Velpers ; and they could not be ctherways Beneficed, 
Sc. King Richard If. in the two and twentieth year of his Reign, di- 
rected his Letters to the Biſhop of London, and Dean and Refſidentarics 
( or Stagjaries ) of this Church, commanding that the Relidency in this 
Church be for the future obſerved according to the form and manner of 
the Church of Salixzhery. The Thirty Canons belonging to this Church, 
had each his feveral Prebend, and peculiar Scar in the Quire, and to 
each bclonged certain Pſalms to be by him faid daily for the living and 
dead BenefaRors to this Church, which Pkulms were writ over his Sta'l. 

An. Dom. 1518, Jobn Collet Dean of St. Pauls exhibited certain matters 
to the Cardinal of Tork, te a Latere, for the Reformation of the State 
of the Reſidentarics, conſiſting of ſeveral Heads, relating to the Dean 
and his authority, the four Refidentaries, and their Behaviour in the 
Quire, &c. Of the Chapters. That the Reſidentaries live near the Church, 
and that they admit no Women into their Houſes, of the diſtributions 

the Reſidentaries, and that the Dean have a double Proportion in 
all things without traud; of diver; other Ofhcers belonging to this Church, 
relating to the Temporalnes, as the Receiver General, Chamberlin, 
Steward of the Courts, Auditor of Acconnts, Ge, Thomas Archbiſhop of 
Tork and Chancellour of Exzland decreed by conſent of the Dean and Chap« 
ter, that the number of Reſidentiarics ſhould not excred four with rheir 
Dean, at one time. The State of the Lands of this Charch, amounted 
to the Sum of 11964.

155. andin BinghambouWapentac other Lands,amounting in 
value to 150 s- 7arſtan Archbiſhop of Tort gave one Prebend to this 
Church, and the tenth of all the Increaſe of his Lordſhip of Soaurhwell. 
Pope Alexander the 11. granted to the Canons of St. Mary of Sourhwell 
Power to excommunicate any of their Pariſhoners, who ſhould be inju- 
rious tothem 3 and that as well the Clerks as Laity of the County of 
Nottingham do repair to this Church in Proceſhon, at Wiirſuntide, yearly, 
according to ancient Cuſtom, &c. Whoſe Bull bears date, An. Dom. 1171.
